elighteaceptions. Husbands and wives of American citizens are to 
be admitted. So are children under the age of eighteen and parents 
over the age of n{ty-tive. The measure is not either anti. Jewish or 
, except 6o far as if is anti-racial. The purpose is so to 
restrict immigration that the so-called Nordic element in 
the American population shall not be prejudiced. This, however 
j8 not the only motive that has conduced to the acceptance of the 

The protection 
of Labour is an important element. and so is the fear of industrial 
competition on the part of employers. That the new legislation will

and it is only right that a word of recognition should be said for the 
efforts which some of our brethren in America have made in order 
to obtain some modification of the proposals in the Bill. They were 
able to show in a manner that admitted of no question, that the 
immigration of Jews into the United States had until now been 
un overwhelming, even though it could not be said to have been an 
unmixed, blessing. Lut American Statesmen, or such of them as 
support the mew measure, do not look at things from that angle. 
‘Tbeir purpose is to mould the population of America into something 
like racial homogeneity. An infiltration of Jews. into the country, 
however desirable as citizeus they are likely to become. must tend 
to prevent the very undesirable object which the supporters of Mr. 
JOHNSON’S Bill wish to attain. The present passion for thus with: 
drawing a supply of fresh vigour to the country in the form of free 
immigration will doubtless in time subside. But in the meantime, 
all those who care for the amenities which should subsist between 
people aud people, and all who care for the real greatness of the 
United States, must register their deep regret at the passing of this 
measure. It must tend to estrange the American people from other 
peoples of the earth. It inust breed in the American people a spirit 
of aloofness towards their fellow creatures, the reaction upon them 
of whicb may well be fraught with much danger to the stability and

and for all this terrible mora! lunacy with which they have become 
infected. it bas to be found in the position so long accorded to 
our people under the Tsarist regime.

Dr. Weizmann’'s Return. 


fy is announced that Dr. Wrizmas» will return to Kugiand in a 
few days from bis American tour, and whatever else may be sai 
about the work be has done on the otberside, no one should deny 
him the fullest praise for the energy and devotion with which he bas 
once again carried on a mission te United States Jewry. It bas been 
no easytask. Even Dr. remarkable adaptability to pre- 
vailing circumstances and his astounding agility in fitting himself to 
the most varying of opinions, all Lis anrivalled capacity in these direc. 
tions bas been heavily tested in America. The Jews in America at 
this moment are influenced very largely by a passion that is sweeping 
the country of ullva- Americapiem; and as with Jews living every- 
where, they are allowing that influence in turn to mould their 
opinjow op watters Jewish. Thus, the call upon them as Jews 
for the rebuilding of the Jewish National Home has been anewered 
with a modit.cation dictated by the local circumstances now prevail. 
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ing, and hence Dr. WetzMAnn has felt compelled to present the Jewish 
National Cause in a key 60 minor as not to sound out of harmony with 
American predilections. Mr. Oscan Sreaus bas been exhibiting the 
sort of difficulty to which we refer. Fecoling doubtless a traditional 
and instinctive impulse to do what in him lies for promoting the new 
VYishubd, Mr. Srraus proceeded to Palestine with the view of winning 
over the Arabs to Zionist policy and thus removing one of its most 
serious obstacies. Bat he felt it necessary, first of all, to proclaim 
that. although lhe had come to Palestine upon the mission 
be had, he was an American first «a Jew next ond oa 
Zionist not at all, omitting to give any place whatever. it will 
be observed, to his mative nationality. [t was a strange 
deliverance and withal a futile one, because entirely meaningless. 
What does a man mean when he says lo is first this, that, or the 
other; and how can he know until his choice is put to the test’ 
But Mr. Srxats goes further in seeking to cover up any Zionist 
leaniogs be may have, and he most probably bas some though he 
nourishes them unconsciously. For he proceeded to urge that 
we should no longer speak of Zionism but of Valestinism' Yet 
he must know that to the true.Jew Zion must ever connote Palestine 
and Palestine Zion. It is surprising that a man of affairs like 
Mr. STracs should not see that it is the thing which matters, 
and not mere labels or names. If, on the one hand, Palestinism 
comes to indicate only the game as Zionism, then the change of nomen 
clature can be of no avail; while if, on the other hand. Palestinism 
meaus essentially something different from Zionism, it is absurd, if 
not worse, to substitute it as if one were merely the analogue 
of the other. Lut doubtiess the spirit of Americau affairs was 
strong upon Mr. Stkitcs when he said these things, and we allude 
to them oniv to show the sort of thing with which Dr. Weizmann 
has been confronted in his work ia the ' aited States. How far the 
Zionist leader has become compromised }y his constant efforts to 
fit the square peg of Nationalism into the round hole of Americanism, 
time alone will show. Whatever the financial success of his journey 
may mean, it will bave been bought at too high a price, if it Las 
been purchased at the expense of ihe moral influence of-the leader 
of the Movement. It is arisk to which be ought not to have been 
exposed it ought not to have been necessary for Dr. Weiz7Mann to 
cross the ocean and go begging pitifully, as he has in so many 
instances, to his fellow-Jews not to allow to be lost the one 
opportunity that, during twenty centuries, Las presented itself to 
thom for their salvation as Jews, and their maintenance of all that 
should be sacred to them in their common beritage of Judaism. 


The Chazan and His Work. 


A CORRESPONDENT this week sende us an interesting letter 
in reference to tha position in the Synagogue of the Charan 
and his work. The letter is based upon the fact that ‘there 
are at the moment vacancies at the Reading desks of two 
important synagogues in the metropolis, and the plea which Mr, 
SypNKY ELLs makes ig that they should be filled by the election 
of men who bave attained a high standard as Charanim He 
gets out the qualifications which, he thinks, should go to the 
proper equipment of a Charan, and it may be that his catalogue 
could be properly extended or tmay be deemed by many oue 
that needs amendment Be this as it may however, the 
point of Mr. Euiis’s contention is that due regard ought to be 
paid by congregations to the importance of the office and 
functions of the Ciaran. and to this surely no reasonable 
Objection is possible. It may be arguable whether Chazanuth 
is a desirable adjunct to prayer, or whether a service in which 
the singing is entrusted wholly to a choir is not preferable to the 
practice which prevailsin orthodox Synagogues. [butthere can be 
no argument worth a moments notice that would contest the view 


that if Chacanuth is to remain the integral aud vital portion 


of the service it is, then its exposition should alone be entrusted 
to those capable of rendering it®atits very best, and should not, 
as Mr. ELLis says, be confided to men more or less incapable 
In other words, it is ridiculous—if not something worese—to 
regard Chazanuth as of no consequence and the Chazan likewise, 


. when they form the element they do in the Synagogue Service. 


There has been a tendency, a very strong tendency, of late 
years to'decry the office of Charan. The Preacher and the 
pulpit lave engaged the chief care and consideration of the 
Congregation, and thus a mistake has been made into which, 
to tell the truth, Mr. Exuis likewise falls, For in the course of his 
letter, in order to accentuate the importance of the office of Chazan. 
be inferentially disparages that of the Minister-Preacher. To both. 
functions inseparable from the proper equipment of the Congregation 
belong; aud no good but only harm is done by not recognising that 
fact, and by according preference to the importance of Preacher aver 
Charan or Chacan over Preacher.

according the right of v voting to women. seatholders is. we under. 
stand, to be submitted at some of the meetings. We hope that the 
discussions thus induced will evidence 60 strong a body of opinion 
on the subject as shall compel the Council no longer to withhold 
from women their full rights in the administration of the affairs of 
the Synagogue. We have alluded to this topic more than once, and 
called attention to the obsolescence of the idea that women, by 
reason of their sex, are essentially less capable than men of 
giviug their services in promoting the activities of a Congregsa 
tion. There is no question that in every branch of sommuna!l 
public life to which women have hitherto been admitted, they 
have proved invalrable helpers. When this question was last before 
the Council of thse United Synagogue. there was strong 
support in favour of allowing the vote to women, but only 4 
minority were willing to allow women to be clected as well :s 
to elect. To accord to women the right to vote for members of the 
Board of Management, while denying them the right themselves to 
become members of such bodies is ridiculously illogical. If women 
can sit-in Parliament and become Ministers of State, there is no 
reason why they should not be elecied as members of synagogal 
Boards of Management and hold office. A woman can now act as 
Mayor ofatown.

AS Angio-Jewry nothing to think about at the moment Lut 
the holidays out of town that are now looming upon the 
not far horivon: ja allite thought concentrated upon sea 
and country, upon the wonderful expanse of the ocean, 

and the charms of fleld and hedgerows? Does it think of nothing 
besides magnificent scenery and the beautiful earth-verdure witb 
which nature clothes the land in summertime? Ie it studying 
time tables and proepectuses and maps and guide. books, and bending 
all its energy to determining where exactly it ie going to pase 
the vacation it is designing for the weeks that are atiil ahead 
of us? Are Mr. Jew and Mrs. Jewees looking wistf{clly in the 
mirror, and noting the washed-outedness of theiz complexione 
and thinking that a respite from the seventy tons of smoke and 
grime per equare mile, which year in and year out ‘permeate the 
atmosphere of London—and there are many places even more thickly 
heclouded—is sadly needed by them Above all, and especially, are 
they iooking anxiously at their little ones, and notiagtheir paleness 
and the evident languor which children show, aa the winter passes 
and epringtime comes brom one point of view—the point of view 
! particularly have in mind at the moment—I bopel have diagnosed 
correctly Anglo Jewry and ite prevailing pre-occupation 

‘or my pact, I confess that the holfday question is one whicd, in 
these days, when summertime prevails and we get even but furtive 
glimpses of sunshine and if only eporadic periods auguring the 
coming of warm weather, greatly occupies my thoughts. Not 
60 much on my own account, but on account of the little 
children of whom [ have now a big, big family that multipliece 
and increases year by year. They are my very own children, 
not by the conventional relationship of parenthood , but through my 
having taken upon myself the endeavour of seeing that year by 
year they should be provided with a holiday during the summer 
months. I cannot plysically see all my children. | can oaly in my 
wanderings look upon types of them. And gurely the faces of these 
exbibit unerriny signe that a breath of country or sea air, a fortnight 
stay away from town, is an absolute necessity for them. These 
children of wine are not better placed little oues tended with 
minute exactness by expert knowledge. their every feeling noted and 
checked by all the skill that wealth can command. They are not 
children placed amid surroundinge that tend to health and breed 
comfort. They are not children of the rich andthe wealthy. They 
are children of the lowly and the poor. The etreete they inhabit 
are mean and forbidding, noisome frequently and evil smelling 
They are giimy and bleak and dark, and an eternal dampness seems 
to pervade them. ‘These little childreu, too, come frequently of 
generations of men and women who bave been gimilarly circum 
stanced, so that within them they carry physical disatility and 
inherent weakness. When we stand Letween the seasone with the 
winter receded back into history and the summer dawning in the 
near distance, it is to these children I look. I eee how vital it ie to 
the health, to what strength they bave, maybe to the very lives of 
them, that a holiday should. be provided for them, somewhere where 
they can frisk about with (od « sunshine rippling amid their joyous 
laughter, with fresh air bringing to them vigour and at least a 
tinge of the hue of health to their cheeks. And then I wonder 
anxiously how many of them are doomed to go through the 
trying days and nights of summer in those sweltering etreets of 
the town, because there will not be the wherewithal to send them 
for even a few daye te the country or the seaside ! 


It is no small worry to me, ae | think of these little ones left tc 
fight the elemente, handicapped ag they are in the terribly unequal 
contest. Because it ought to be so easy for the Jewish Branch of 
the Children's Country Holiday Fund to be able to say that their 
splendid and beneficent work is so well supported that they are sure 
that there is no single Jewish child whose parents cannot possibly 
afford to pay for aholiday for them, that has not bad a holiday 
made for it by the Society. Alas, that ideal is in the heavens 
and what the Fund can accomplish is in comparison but to grovel 
on the earth, all their fondest and best intentione notwithstanding, 
And the root reason of it all can be summed up in one word: 
selfishness. It is because there are so many of us who have not 
the power of selflessness to the extent of making the sacrifice we 
should for the poor little waifa and strays who are helpless in this 
matter and many of whom, ! am afraid, are fated to remain hopelese, 
These people take huge, expensive, extravagant holidaye for them- 
selves. They provide like luxurious holidays for their children. 
But the pernicious spirit ascribed to Caiuofold: “AmI my brother's 
keeper?” comes pouring down the ages into them in never ending 
stream, vitiating their souls and their hearte. Sothat when it ie little 
children whom they know not individually, some of whom they only 
chance to see playing in the filthy gutters as they roll by in their 
gorgeoue limousines, whose holidays are in question. they turn theix 


heade away from all thought of the suffering which is so unpleasant 
to them to know of, and shrug their shoulders and say What are 
these to me bat thie view of social duty, this view of the rela. 
tionship that ought to exist between man and man, is as subversive 
as itis dangerous. If the poor are no concern of the rich, how can 
the rich ask that they shail b any concern of the poor And it is 
exactly thie Cain spirit that has been atthe base of every social uy 

heaval, whether it wassuch a horror as the Revolution in France or 
the terrible dcbdcle of Society in Russia. The condition precedent was 
alwaye to be found in the idea fostered by the rich, that the poor 
were no concern of theire, So the rich let the poor suffer. So they 
left them to germinate in their sorrow and their tribulation, ia 
hunger and poverty, in distress and in want. But when the day 
came, that the might and the power of the “State inetinctively 
revolted againet the callousnessof the rich, againaet their abuse of theic 
life advantages against their misuse of their pleasure and their leisure, 
then the poor read the lesson written large for them in the book of 
the rich, and they argued What are these to us? These bave ses 
up selfishness as their god. They have worshipped their ease and 
their comfort, and cared nothing that while they were in earfeit 
Our bicod was being drawn from our perishing bodies, that while 
they were in luxury our boues were a hing and our sinews shappiog 
because of the burdens of poverty we had to carry. Now let ua 
look after ourselyee.

wiind none so ghastly or 60 revolting as that which ignores the wants 
of Leipless children and refuses to bhelpthem in theirneed. ILis piteous 
to think how much of this carelessness and selltishness there 
be about, this exquisite carelessness and selfisiness, when we know 
how year by year for the mere lack of funds the Jewish Branch of

I try my best year by year to modify that. carclessnes*, and to 
mitigate that seliishneses by giving the vast number of Jews and 


Jewesses who read this newspaper, the opportuuity of . 


the Fund. And yet, although this ready meana ia provided wherey 
they can do an act which will bring keen gratification to 
them, and the ineffaile joy of having done a kindly and 
a considerate thing for come little child, many, many 
absolutely refuse to take the immense advantage of the oppo: 
tunity I offer. What can I do more? I cannot ask and beg 
of them to subscribe. ae a favour to the litile children , because lam 
convinced that the favour isinfluitely more one to themeecives. | see 
no necessity of pleading with Jews and Jowesses for little Jewish 
children. For, whatever may be said of Jewish degeneration 
im these daye, of the change that haa come over the epirit of 
the Jew and the Jewess, I know full well that there can be no 
Jew and Jewees that deserves that honourable name, who docs 
not fee! bound to the duty of coming to the help of these littie 
children in their dire poverty.

CHIEF RABBI'S VIEWS ENDORSED. 


The Chief Rabbi bas received a letter, signed by the Wardens of the 
New Synagogue, Stamford Hill, containing the following resolutions which 
were unanimously passed at a meetiog of the Boardjof Management held 
on the 22ad April: 

That the Board of Management of the New Synagogue, Stamford 
li), unanimously endorse the views of the Chief Rabbi as expressed 
at the meeting of the Council of the Jewish War Memoria) held on 
2ith March, 1924, when he opposed the recommendations of the 
Executive Committee of the Jewish War Memorial to have a non- 
orthodox academy under the same roof as Jews’ Coilege. 

The Board of Management deprecate the aforementioned recom- 
mendations as being contrary to the principles of conservative 
orthodox Judaism, and asthe Board of Management of a conservative 
orthodox Synagogue which is the constituent of an orthodox religious 
organisation, they place on record their protest against any attempt 
which in their opinion wust tend to the weakening of conservative 
oithodox Judaism. 

That a similar resolution be submitted to the Aunus) General 
Meeting of the seatholders of the New Synagogue on Suodsy, May 
llth, as a recommendation from the Board of Management.

CCXXXVI.—”" Messiahs” in History. 


My Dear Cousin, 

I can well understand your interest in the Messianic idea, and [ 
gladly comply with your request to write about some well-known self 
styicd Messiahs.” 

Records are extant of at least twenty such, amd the fact that ali of 
them could command a following, whether large or email, is striking 
evidence of the hold which the idea of the Messiah must bave bad on the 
popular mind. Many a Jewish mother dreamed of the possibility of 
giving birth tothe Messiah; and while in some people this possibility 
was but food for their imagination, there were others for whom it became 
Sreaiity. Christians rely upon Jesus as Messiah. history records 
that he was bat one of many “ Meesiahs.” It isa) t le difficult to discover 
from the extant authorities whether Jerseys of Nacereth actually regarded 
himself as the Meesiah or not. Buatitis certain that be preached some 
kind of other-worldliness, in accordance with doctrines that were popular 
in certain quarters in his day. Both John the Baptist and Jesus of 
Nazareth stressed the message that their kingdom was not of this world 
In common with most of the self-styled Messiahs who succeeded them, 
they preached repentance, prayer, and devotion to Godly things. They 
taught that the Kingdom of Heaven was at hand. But Jesus remained 
true to the fandamental conceptions of Jewish life and religion, such as 
the Unity of God and the brotherhood of man. Among the Messiahs 
some were lucky in their fame, others appeared like cometsandas quickly 
disappeared. Jesus of Nazareth was, perhaps, the Inckiest of all, in that 
his name and famo have spread throughout the universe. 

Shortly after the death of Jesus another “saviour” arose who was 
called Thrudas. According to Josephus, he proclaimed himself Prophet 
aod Messiah, and was looked upon by the Jews as their liberator from 
the yoke of Rome. His weapons were not to be weapons of destruction, 
he depended on prayer to bring divine assistance to his peop'e. Like 
Moses of old, he would lead them into the desert, and in the wilderness 
there was to be another revelation. As soon as the movement of which 
he was the head showed signs of becoming a nuisance, the Koman 
Procurator of Palestine, Cuspius Fadus(itc.r.) sent Roman troops against 
Theudas and his followers. The leader was captured and suffered death, 
and very many of those who believed in him were taken and sold into 
slavery. 

The miserable ending of the Messianic movements seemed to have no 
effect on the popular mind. No sooner was one “ Messiah ” put out of the 
way than another rose in his place. It was not long before a successor to 
Theudas arose in the person of Menachem ben ( hiskia, a political rather 
than aspiritual Messiah.’"" Leaderof a bandof Zealots, he was fired with 
extreme Nationalist acntiments, and be would not parley with the enemy. 
Those who opposed him were cut down. those who followed him had to bo 
prepared for a bard life. Men of his mettie are generally boid and 
courageous. They donot understand compromise. They are prepared to 
risk allin the bope of winningall. Menachem seivedthe Tower of Antonia 
in Jerusalem, driving out the Roman troops. But his pride was his 
undoing. He demanded that all the Jewish fighting men in the struggle 
against Rome should be put under his authority. The times were 
troublous, and nerves were on edge. Menachem was killed by another 
military leader who would not be ousted from his position. 

lu the first century of the common era, when tas Jews were engaged 
in a life and death struggle with Rome, it is easy to understand that self 
styled Messiahs shou'd have arisen in great numbers and that most of 
them should have been warrior “ Messiahs,” The most famous of them 
was Barkochba, who for three years (1'2-155) was the hope of Jewry in 
Palestine, enjoying the support of no less a persoothan RabbiAkiba. But 
can the mouse overcome the clephant”? Is it possible to make marble 
crumble by scratching its surface with a needie? It was nothing short 
of remarkable that Barkochba was able to naistain himself for even 
three years. He perished in the end, and the defeat of the Jews was so 
complete that more than 500 years elapsed before another “ Messiah” 
appeared on the scene. 

His name was Serenus (716-721), and he arose in Lower Galilee, 
declaring that he would follow in the footsteps of Mahomet and reform the 
Jewish faith. He abolished the second days of the festivals, introduced 
new forms of prayer, set aside the dietary laws, and originated a new 
Marriage ceremony. [is fame spread to Spain, where many Jews were 
prepared to soll all that they had in orier to follow tte “Messiah ” 
Serenus. The Caliph, alarmed by the growing movement, u1, pad itin the 
bud. Serenus was captured, and on being questioned by the Moslem 
ruler had the effrontery to declare thet the whole enterprise was only a 

oke. Like a wise man, the Caliph banded over the false Messiah to his 
own followers, and they dealt with him as he deserved.

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of life, it will foolishly follow what it desires to follow. It might have 
been thought that the fate of Serenus would have been a death blow to 
any more of this business of Messiah-mongeriog. Yet strange to relate, 
only twenty years after Serenus, a new Messiah arose in Persia, Obadia/ 
Abu Isai, of Ispahan. For ten years (745-755) he was in the public eye. 
He proclaimed that God haé summoned him to liberate the Jews from 
their bondage among the nations. He, too, took upon himself to intro 
duce reforms into Jewish life and practice. He prohibited meat and wine 
altogether, abolished divorce, and introduced seven daily prayers. it 
was not long before 10,000 mon called him their chieftain. Apparelled 
like a prince and riding on a flery charger, he was able to maintain him 
self fora time both as a spiritual Messiah, and also as the leader of a 
redoubtable band of fighters. But he could not escape his fate, and he 
died an unnatural death. The blind faith that was reposed in him wonld 
not accept bis death, and in his case as in the case of other false Messiahs, 
his followers believed that though he wag not in their midst, he was yet 
alive somewhere on the face of the earth. 

Similar stories might be told of “ Messiahs” who arose in France 
and Spain. They attempted religious reform, and they ali promised 
deliverance and the end of the Diaspora. Some maintained themselves 
but for a short while, one, David Alroy by name, has become famous in 
legend and story. In the year 1160 this ‘ Messiah” revealed himse!l! to 
the Jews living in Azerbaidjan, a sturdy race of warriors who were to be 
his instruments to free Israel irom bondage. Alroy was good to look 
upon and possessed a cultivated mind. His personal influence must have 
been magnetic, for his popularity and the enthusiasm he engendered were 
enormous. The local authorities becamo very nervous of his exploits, 
and those among the Jews who still possessed commonsense implored 
David Alroy to desist from his course He was deaf to their entreaties, 
and the commander of the local troops bribed Alroy's father-in-law to 
dispatch him. So perished the hero of Benjamin Disraeli’s romance. His 
Career, illuminating and impressive though it was, brought little good to 
the Jews. ‘The Eastern Caliphs persecuted the brethren of Alroy on his 
account. And yet the lesson was not learnt: in 1172 another “ Messiah ” 
proclaimed himself in Yemen, in Southern Arabia. The Jews of the 
district, a little norvous of the consequences of the movement, wrote to 
the great Maimonides for advice, and his reply is to be found in his 
famous “Letter to the South” (73°F That clear headed 
thinker characterised the false Messiahs as semi-madmen, 48 con. 
ceited, foolish, and pathetic figures, without originality or greatness 
of vision. Maimonides saw through them all, and when he spoke 
of them as glorified charlatans, he was not wide of tho mark. Tho 
Messiah of Yemen was brought before the ruler of the land, and boldly 
proclaimed his Divine mission. As proof, he declarod that if he were 
decapitated, his head would return to his body. The ruler took him at 
his word, promising that if his statement proved true, he himsc!' would 
become his foremost supporter. The experiment wastried and another 
Messiah perished 

About one hundred years later the Messianic idea revived in the 
person of Abraham ben Samuel Abulafia (1240-1291), who was born in 
Sarago:sa, verusalem had a fascination for him, and be travelled over 
land and sea, encountering many marvellous adventures, in order to rcach 
Palestine. Bat he was back in Spain before long declaring that God had 
filled him with the spirit of prophecy. He went to Lome (1281) with the 
intention of converting to Juiaism Dope Martin 1V ' [a 128i he wasin 
Messina, and there be pablicly proclaimed himself the Messiah. His 
followers began to prepare themselves for the Messianic reign by 
fasting, almsgiving, prayer, and ascetic exercises. But nothing 
happened, and it was not until the 16th Century that two more 
“Messiahs” appeared on the scene—-Darid Leuwbent and Solomon 
Molcho. The first gave himself out as the brother of a mythica! Arabian 
Prince wbo had ab army of 500,000 men, and declared that this royal 
brother of his had sent him to the Priuces of E.arope, and particularly to 
the Pope. to obtain weapons of war in order to lead a crusade against the 
Moslems. It would seem that David RKeubeni bad a bee in his bonnet. 
But be was consistent in his story from beginning to end, and was able to 
impress even Pops Clement Vil (1525-54) who received him with all the 
honours of an am!assador. In due course he was invited by King Joao 
of Portugal to visit Lisbon, where he arrived in the year1525. 1t was 
while he was in Portugal that he stirred the imagination of Diego Vires, 
who afterwards took the name of Solomon Molcho, a comely youth with 
a well trained mind and poetic fancy. Molcho embraced Judaism and 
became the particular satellite of Reubeni, and the sermons which he 
preached in synagogues made a profound impression on young and old 
Meanwhile, Keubeni left Portugal, and after numerous marvellous 
adventures came to Italy, where his followers increased in numbers. 
The Inquisition attempted to pounce upon him, but the Pope himself was 
his protector. The Pops, however, could not save Molcho who, having 
once been a Christian, came within the jurisdiction of the Inquisition, 
which condemned him to death (1532). Reubeni ended his days in one of 
the dungeons of the Inquisition where, it is said, he was poisoned. 

Romantic as were the careera of all these “Messiahs,” they wero 
surpassed by that of the greatest charlatan of all, Sabbattai Zcvi (1626— 
1676). Bornin Smyraoa, where his father was an agent for an English 
Turkey merchant, Sabbattai was clever enough to strike the imagination 
of his immediate environment, aud bis fame quickly spread to all the 
communities of Europe where Jews resided. His boldness was bound 
less. He quoted the passage in the “Song of Songs,” ‘ay5 “TTT ADT 
as applying to himself. His system included a sort of Trinity, with an 
Ancient of Days, who was about to retire, leaving his dominions to the 
King of the Jews, and he was to be accompanied by a kind of female 

character, the Sechina. Sabbattai reserved for himself the of the 
second person in this Trinity, and he did not shrink from calling 
himself God CS¥ °NBW “N°5SN). His end is too well-known to need 
slaboration; his career as depicted by Mr. Israel Zangwill in “The 
Turkish Mossiah” (in bis “Dreamers of tho Ghetto"), is well worth 
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reading. Sabbattais hold on the popular imagination of Jews 
and Gentiles alike is nothin; short of remarkable. Perhaps the 
i7th century had a peculiar weakoess for enjoying gullibility. perhaps it 
was that Sabbattai was gifted with C/iuts)a to a greater extent than the 
“ Messiahs " who had preceded him. But the hicher his rise and the 
greater his hold on the popular imagination, the more disappointing was 
his fail. His miserable exit from the stage did at last recall people to 
their senses, and he ay be said to have been the last ' Messiah” whe 
wielded any serious influence.

Maternity and Sick Room Helps Society. 
ANNUAL REPORT. 


The twenty-ninth annual report of the Jewish Maternity District 
Nursing and Sick Khoom Helps Society, 24, Underwood Street, White. 
chape!, states 


Another year has passed without the possibility of securing vacant posses 
sion of the adjacent property. The work has thus been hampered and cramped, 
and the consequent discomfort and anxiety to the Matron and Staff bas been 
alinost unbearable. It is to be hoped that building operations may be started 
in the Summer, when an appeal for help must be launched, and a ready 
response is anticipated. The applications for admission to the Maternity 
Home have beei: yreatiy in excess of the available accommodation, and 
many applicants had to be tarned away. Twenty pupils entered the Training 
Schoo! during the year, ten of whom passed the C.M.B. Examination. The 
outside Midwifery work continues to be creditably undertaken by the Ladies’ 
Benevolent Lying-in Institution The two Maternity nurses attended 154 caseg, 
entailing 1,914 visits. The number of Helps employed was 19, and there isa 
constant demand for their services. During the year two nurses are engaged 
in attendance on sick men, women, and children in their own homes, and there 
bas been increased calls for their services, chiefly from hospitals, for nursing and 
supervising after operations. The work of the Infant Welfare Centre is carried 
on asa separate organisation. The attendances at the Infants Consultations 
*how an increase of over a thousand on the previous year. An innovation hag 
been a social evening once a month for fathers and mothers, at which various 
friends of the institution gave addresses on educational or social subjects. The 
Ante-Nata! Clinic held forty-six sessions during the year, and its work is a most 
important one for effective midwifery training. The Sewing Class and 
Dental Clinic continue to be successful features. The East London 
Sub-Committee and the North-West London Aid Branch continue to be of 
great help to the Institution, and the Executive Committee records ite gratitude 
to Mrs. Sol Karet, Mre. J. Klein, Miss Miriam Moses, J.P., and Mrs. Biegmond 
Cohen, and other workers. Special donations and legacies received for the 
building fand have increased it to £7.9%8. The report concludes with a tribute 
for their services, to the medical officers, matron, sisters, and nursing staff, 
teachera, health visitors, secretaries, and voluntary workers. 


The annual meeting will be neld on Wednesday afternoon, the 14th, 
inst, at 3, Hamilton Piace, Piccadilly, the residence of Lady Bearsted. 
Mr. Arthur Stiebel will preside. Among the speakers will be Dr. Sloan 
Chesser, M.D., Mrs. Kendal, and Mrs. Model,

LEAGUE OF NATIONS’ ADVISORY COMMITTEE. 


The Advisory Committee of the League of Nations on the TcsaMe in 
Women and Childrem met at the beginning of April for ita Third Annaal 
Session, and the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and Women 
Was again represented by its Secretary, Mr. 5. Cohen, as one of the 
Assessors. The session lasted a week, during which many subjects of 
general interest were discussed. The Chairman was for the first time a 
woman, Dr. Estrid Hein. the representative of Denmark. 

The reports of the Voluntary Organisations represented on the Com- 
mittee were discussed, and among them, that of the Jewish Association 
received the fullest consideration. This report gave an account of the 
work done by the Association during 192", and the bigh level of eMiciency 
in every department was commented upon. 

A special case of a Jewish girl, alleged to be a victim of the traffic, 
was brought to the notice of the Committee and had been very fally 
investigated by the Jewish Association, whose representative was able 
to give the fullest details. The opinion was expressed that there should 
be the closest co-operation between the Secretariat of the League, the 


. Central Anthorities of each country, and the Internationa! Voluntary 


Organisations. 

An important question deait with was that of the protection of 
migrants. A comprehensive report was given by the Jewish Association, 
ani its representative put forward a series of proposais which were 
subs quently dealt with by a Sub-Committee, upon which he acted. The 
main points dealt with were the protection of women and children against 
the danger of becoming stranded during their journey; the necessity for 
making erquiries before such migrants began their journey, #0 as to 
obviate the possibility of their being rejected, the necessity for seeing 
that members of the same family should not be separated: that the 
representatives of recognised Associations should bo permitted to board 
ships on their arrival and departure, and also to enter host:is and places 
of detention to give the necessary protection. that competent women 
should be placed in charge of women and children on al! emigrant ships; 
and that the companies should authorise the posting and distribution of 
warning and advisory notices on all their ships and stations. 

The Committee further decided to discuss at ita next sexsion the 
question of the need for propaganda on the subject of TraMlicin Women 


and Children. 
Protection of Migrants. 


A further Conference was held in Geneva last week, at the oficcs of 
the International Labour Bureau. The principal Organisations repre- 
sented, besides several non-Jewish bodies, inciuced the Jewleh Colonisa- 
tiou Association, the Jewish War Victims Fand, the Joint Foreign 
Committee of the Deputies of British Jews and the Angio- Jewish Asso- 
ciation, the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and Women, 
the American Council of Jewish Women, the U sited Committee for Jowish 
Emigration, the World Jewish Kelief Conference, the “ Hias,” and the 
Federation of Ukrainian Jews. 

This Conference considered the very large number of Kesolutions, 
which had been prepared by the various Organisations, and finally 
submitted these Kesolutions to a Provisional Committee to co-operate with 
the Internationa! Labour office. 

The Committee decided to ask the International Labour OMce to 
present its Resolutions to the Congress on Emigration which isto bo heid 
in Rome on the 15th inst. 

Among those present as the Rrepresentatives of the Association 
were Mr. Lucien Wolf and Mr. 8. Cohen. It was very largely due to the 
indefatigable work of Mr. Lucien Wolf that definite conclusions were 
arrived at whicb will be of great advantage in the centralised and 
organised work for the Protection of Migrants. 

The results which were arrived at at both Conferences will entall 
upon the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and Women an 
amount of extra work of an international nature which ia of the ulmost 
importance. It will necessitate visits to the different countries for the 


- purpose of organisation and inapection ; the appointment of Representa- 


tives and Agents to carry out the Resolutions, aud ao additional amount 
of clerical work, postage, and telegraphing. The res: urces at the present 
time are insufficient to carry out this work effectively, and it is hoped that 
the Community will respond generously to the Appea! which is now being 
made, so that, when the next Reports are presented to the League of 
Nations satisfactory progress may be indicated. 


A Jewish Library for London. 

From Mr. Ernest Lesser. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THK JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


5ik,— While feeling a good deal of sympathy with Miss Hyinan’s 
appeal for the eventual grouping under one roof of the various Jewish 
libraries at present distributed over London, I do not think that such a 
centralised library could now find a resting-place at the Jewish Institute 
in Mulberry Street. 

The Institute, it is true, is now organised to serve Jewish cuitural 
ends inthe widest sense of the term. But it cannot pretend to he a eth 
Hamedrash, or to offer proper facilities for sorious study. Ite appeal is 
rather of the popular order, directed to the ordinary Jew and Jewess 
resident in the neighbourhood. 

The adjoining Beth Hamedrash, now under distinct management, 
possesses a fine Hebrew library, the foundation of which was laid in the 
16th Century (see “ Historical Sketch of the Beth Hamedrash,” by the 
late Philip Ornatien). It comprises, in particular, the valuable collection 
of Hebrew works formed by Chicf Rabbi Dr. Herscheil, and the theological 
library of the late Dr. Asher. 

It is to be feared, however, that very little use is now made of the 
Beth Hamedrash for purposes of study, and it certainly has not the 
accommodation to house a large centralised Hebrew library. 

Personally, I have always thought that the Mocatta Library should 
have been housed in a speciai wing of an enlarged Jews’ College, and ita 
librarian chosen from among the staff of Jews’ College, on the under- 
standing that it was open freely for purposes of study to men and women 
of all creeds and denominations. 

Reverting, in conclusion, to the Institute, may I be allowed to appeal 
through your columns for gifts of Hebrew, Yiddish, Russian, and English 
books of the more popular order for the Institute Reading Room and 
Library. (Parcels should be addressed to Mr. J. L. Frank, Jewish 
Institute, Mulberry Street, Commercial Road, E.1).

THE ELECTION OF CHAZANIM. 
From Mr. Sydney M. Ellis. 
TO TUE EDITOR OF TUE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sirx,—Vermit me alittle space in your esteemed journal on a matter 
which isc{ very great importance and interest to Anglo-Jewry. 

In your issues of recent weeks are to be found announcements 
inviting applications for the positions of (hvzantm or Readers for two of 
the most important of the Constituent Synagogues -one of these positions 
made vacant by the sudden and untimely death of that fine type of 
Reader- Minister, the late Kev. Lione! Geffen. 


I believe that it is of the utmost importance that bafore selections 
are made for these vacancies there should be a little plain speaking on 
the standard of Chazanuthin many of the synagogues, especially those 
attended by the richer-class Jewsin London. Itisanotorious fact that in 
some of the synagogues the standard of (‘hacanuth isin inverse ratio to the 
financial position of the synagogue. Why that should be so is beyond 
human comprehension. 


To a large extent it would seem tha‘ the fault lies in the fact that the 
position of (hazan is often coupled with the duties of Secretary, ani very 


_ often because the synagogue has only at its disposal a limited amount of 


money—after having supplied ample means for aii other requirements. 
it camBonly afforda second-rate map. This, of course, acts to the detriment 
of the synagogae, because it appears to me that the man who perform: 
the major part of the service should be as mpoctant as, if not more so, 
than the man who reads out an essay from the pulpit lasting, say, fifteen 
to twenty minutes. 


Thus, by sheer carelessness or lack of interest, a man with no voice 
is elected, and the congregation is saddled with an inferior man who has 
often no real right to the title of (hazan. I bave heard it said that the 
congregation does not require ao opera singer, nor does it require a 
men who is lor et praeterea nihil. Trae, but how many of the self styled 
“Senior Service of the Ministry” are there who are also lor et practer:4 
nihil’ I put it to you, sir, that any person who, either through personal 
favouritiain or out of petiy jealousy, helps to put into a position a man who 
is not a good (/azax by aay stretch of the imayioation, is perpetratiog a 
crime against the congregation, for which the younger generation has to 
suffer in due course. Because, accordiog to the laws of the LU nited Synua. 
gogue--.and rightly so—a man once olected must be retained for life, aud 
consequently, if by trickery and uaderhand dealing. or by such lame 
excuses as lack of funds, a s«uare peg is put intoa round hole, the 
synagogue suffers in the long rua. 

We must look at facts straight intheface. In some ofthe synagogues 
the (hacanuth meted out is outrageous and an iosult to one’s musica! 
intelligence. Of course where this is a frit accompli and the (/aran is 
already firmly planted, we must softer io silence, and put up with the 
fact that vast numbers stay away from synagogue beciase they simply 
refuse to put up with two or three hours’ continuous nasal raspiogs aod 
unmusical noises, which set one's teeth on edge. 

In those synagogues where there are vacancies. it is the duty of each 
and every member to see that the right men are elected ; that is wen 
who can truly be called Chasanim. Lamy humble opinion the essentials 
of a good ~hazan can be summarised as foiliows : 


il) A man who professes and practises Orthodox Judaism, and 
is well versed in Hebrew. 


(2) A man with a good, pleasant, and welltrained voice who has 
bad a good musical education (not necessarily an operatic training.) 


(3) A man of character and good appearance. 


It is therefore incumbent on each member of the Selection Com- 
mittees or the congregations, to vote for the man witb the best qualifica. 
tions, and not just because Mr. So and So happens to be canvassing for a 
certain candidate, irrespective of his qualilications. It is high time that 
a stop were put once and for all to the class of (hasan who sings like a 
Secretary, and does secretarial work like a ( /iazan. 


Here is a great opportunity for these two congregations to set 
exawples to others and eléct men who will fill syuagogues and not 
keep them empty by driving people away ; men who have been trained 
for Chazanuth and not men who have taken up © /azanuih for the want 
of something better to do; meu who are best suited for the positions 
irrespective of what hidden intluence they may have; and, above all, men 
who will be most acceptabie to the congregation and not mere “ hewers of 
wood and drawers of water” to the existing Minister-Preacher of the 
Synagogue in question. By so doing these congregations will go a long 
way towards solving the evergreen question of, “ Whatis wrong with the 


Synagogue Service’? ”

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‘Monotheism Among Primitive Peoples.” 
ARTHUR DAVIS MEMORIAL LECTURE. 


Oo Sunday, at University College, the Arthur Davis Memorial 
Lecture was delivered by Dr. Paul Radio, who spoke on “ Monotheism 
Among Primitive Peoples.” Mr, ISRAEL ZANGWILI. presided. 

The CHAIRMAN said that they had been disappointed last year, the 
Grand Kabbin of France, who was to have given a Iccture on Jewish 
Folklore (on which be was a great authority), having becn prevented 
from doing so by Ulness. In place of that lecture, a very gifted Jewess, 
the daughter of the late Arthur Davis, Mrs. Kedcliffe N. Salaman. had 
writtén a lectare/which was now in the press and would be delivered to 
members of the Jewish Historical Society. Mrs. Salaman would 
shortiy publish, under the auspices of the Jewish Publication 
Society of America, her translations of the poems of Jehudeh 
Halevi. America was fortunate in having aPublication Soctety, 
which, of course, was subsidised. American Jewry was boundicsety 
venerous, but it was also true to Say that it was boundlessiy 
ignorant. When he was there he met peopie who believed that 
Dr. Herz! was still alive, and others who believed that he was a contem-. 
porary of Isaiah. (Laughter.) Nevertheless, there were some Jewish 
intellectuals there who had greas driving power. They were always 
having “ million dollar drives.” lney did not always know what they were 
driving at (laughter)—but they did seem to get the money. The Jewish 
Theological Seminary of New York had just been raising a million dollars. 
in that country those drivers allowed no rest for the propertied, and they 
were ‘driven”™ to distraction or benevolence. (Laughter.) They had 
raised the money for a Jewish translation of the Bible. of which 
already 100,000 copies had been sold, and the other day a Jewish 
lady had left a large sum for the writing of a history of the Jews. 
The Arthur Davis Lectureship might easily be turned into a Publication 
society. They had legalised themselves, and were in a position to receive 
donations from people in their lifetime, or when they had gone to a place 
where their money would be worth no more than the German mark. 
Laughter.) 


THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE ”, SUPPLEMENT 
proved that there was an abundance of materia! for a Jewish Publication 
Society in this country, and they would willingly become a Publication 
Society instead of, as at present, producing only one book a year. Even 
those books did not sell very well, although they were published below 
cost price. In introducing Dr. Radin, he said that be had 
dope a great deal of investigation among the American Indians; 


for both the United States and Canadian Governments, and had-ainso - 


xtudied the Mexican Indian He had held chairs of Anthropology at the 
Upiversities of Harvard, California, and Cambridge. He (Mr. Zaugwil!) 
personally did not know any peoples that were not primitive (laughter) 


but so far as he knew anything at all about monotbeism he knew — 


that it did not begia fally fledged but passed through the stages of 
monolatry and henotheism. It seemed that they had now gone back .to 
the stsge when the nations had a uational God. The Americans talked 


cf God's own country” (laughter)—the Germano Nationalists had ruled. 


out Jesus as too Semitic, and even Aionism seemed to be following this 
tendency. He recalled the story of the negro who complained that-his 
wifedid nothing but talk, talk, talk from morning to night “ What does 
she talk about’” he was asked. “She don'tsay.” He wassure Dr. Radin 
would say! (Laughter and cheers). 

Dr. RADIN began by urging that the primitive peoples had the 
same processes of thought as civilised peoples, and the diflerence was one 
of degree aud not of kind. He advanced the view that the belief in one 
supreme deity as the creator was general among primitive peoples. and 


that side by side with this belief there was another of a more material - 


nature which bronght the deity into close relation with mankind. There 
was a constant struggie between the two views. He rejected the view of the 
older anthropologists that inonotheism wasa high stage in an evolutionary 
process of religious thought. He gave some interesting examples of 
creation wyths prevalent amoung the American Indians, the aborigines of 
Australia, and the Zulus. 

The CHIEF RABBI, in movinga vote of thanks to the lecturer, said that 
they had listened to an original and stimulating thesis especially valuable 
for its criticism of evolution as applied to religious thought. 

Mr. H. 8S. Y. HENRIQUES, K.C , seconded the motion. 

Dr, REDCLIFFE N. SaLAMAN moved and the Rev. EPHkAiM LEVINE, 
M.A., seconded a vote of thanks to the Chairman.

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Jews and Yiddish Art. 


INTERVIEW FOR 


THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
Mr. MAURICE SWARTZ. 


HEN seen at close range the Director and leading actor of 
the Yiddish Art Theatre of America, now playing at the 
Scala, cannot fail to impress one as a force to be 
reckoned with, not only in drama, but in life. Tho 

intense driving force of his personality, the seriousness of his view 

point, are conveyed instantly and imperatively to the interviewer. 

Naturally, Mr. Swarty after the first 
éclat of his London premiére is keenly 
alive and attuned to London reactions 

He is watching the effect of Yiddish 

art and Yiddish artists. As he sat back 

in his dressing room for this interview 
which he welcomed, his mind reverted 
to his work in America, the years of 
struggle and success, the six years of 
apprenticeship in the establishment of 

a theatre which has come to be defin 

itely fixed as one of the important art 

institutions of New York 
“Yes, we have struggled,” he mused, 

“and I believe have turned the corner 

leading to success. From the years when 

Yiddish art sigoified custard ple comedy 

or trashy melodrama we have moved 

steadily on to a place which entities us to 
consideration among the best. Perhapsthe 

one departure which I am responsible for, the one method upon which I 

have insisted, is the abolition of the ‘star”.system and the perfection of 

the whole cast. No play can be artistic which caters solely for the 
olevation of one personality at the expense of the rest, and a work of

art can Only survive when each part of the picture is as perfectasthe . 


rest, and when al! fit together with all the harmony of a wel! painted 
portrait or a carefully composed symphony 

“We have been fortunate in America, in the interest of our public, 
In the fact that when times were bard, eager patrons were found 
partially to subsidise the theatre—-to helpus over the bard places. More 
fortunate still bas been the interest of the Press, and the attention which 
the critics have always given. But most of all has been the fact which 
predominates in America,that Jews thore are not ashamed of being 
Jows. 

“Now, © have only been in England a few weeks,” continued Mr 
Swartz, “and yet I cannot help thinking that many Jews here, at leaat 
many classes of Jews, are not over anxious to be identified with the faith 
You ask me to epeak frankly, and I tell you that I am disappointed and 
grieved. If I were to judge from the attendance at my theatre, I should 
say that the Christian percentage was in e ual number to the Jewish 
I am surprised; for I know what Eogiand has done for the Jows; ita 
liberality, its kindness; and I wonder whether your upper classes want 
to repay England by carrying assimilation so far that there shall be no 
Jewishness left in it. On all sides | hear, ‘we are not Jews. we are 
Englishmen.’ So I wonder whether, by staying away from tho Yiddish 
Art Theatre, they feel that they will be less known as Jews. In any 
oase, lam disappointed—for I feel deeply about this theatre. its relation 
to art, to all of Jewish life. 

“Ifthe Jew has no pride in his Jewish fellow artists, dramatists, 
producers, if he does not even care to show his interest in the progress 
of his work, how, then, can he ever expect the Jew to achieve any 
important place in the arf ofthe world ; how can he expect his dramatists 
to be stimulated to further efforts, and how can he expscta Christian 
world to take him seriously? 

“Again, since we came to England, while we have had all the 
courtesy and fairness that one could expect anywhere from any Press, 
wo wore met by two opposing forces. The one, this great ono, of certain 
classes of Jews not caring to come to us because we were Jewish , the other. 
people, living perhaps ia Whitechapel or more distant parts of London, who 
resent the fact that we had not come to them in’their part of the town 
[t is discouraging to hear, after one has travelled thousands of miles to 
bring Jewish art to London, that many people think it too much to travel 
twenty minutes to witness its production. Itis Ciscouraging to think 
that we left a successfal season in America, merely from the desire to 
show to whata position our art had arrived, to come to a country in 
which as large proportion of our people are neither interested in our 
work, nor anxious to be identified with anything Jewish in the line of 
artistic drama. 

“To mo this seems all the moro puzzling and discouraging, because I 
cannot fail to realise the tremendous fairness and interest of the general 
English public. There isa striking difference in the fact that an artist 
here is jadged on the merits of his art. The Press does not discriminate 
against him because he is a Jew, as happens in so many countries; and in 
general your class distinction, whichis so prevalent in social! life, is not 
extended to art or drama. Your critic welcomes efforts and sincerity, and 
your general public is interested in honest endeavour. It comes down to 
the fact then, that your Jew, in many cases, does not want to appear to 
be a Jew, and I wonder how far this goos into the rest of his life and his 


ocoupations ? 


“You ask me my impressions of London—theo English people. From 
what I have seen during the short time I have been horo, they appear

And Moses answered them: “ Religion is not revealed to 
you because you would not!»3 made more religious thereby ; it is intended 
for men as a sapport for the weak, ao guide to the erring, a comfort to the 
sorrowfu!, a healing to the sick. The first word of Revelation is, ‘fam 
the Lord thy God who brought thee forth outofthelandofmisery. For 
creatures who do not love and hate, laugh and weep suifer and enjoy, 
for such as you religion was nover intended.” 

* Religion has oaly been revealed for men, and therefore couldonly 
have baen revealed through men. Not having been intended for angels, 
iu could not have been taught through the augels. What makes our 
Judaism so doar to us is the fact that oursis the religion of Moses, and 
called by his name. Moses was not a supernatural being, lifted above 
the sins and failings of mankind, he was an ordinary human béing with 
a human boing's failings and weaknesses) Had Moses been an anfelic 
being we could have eaid of the Law which he gave us “the Law 
of the Lord is perfect.” but we could mot bave said of it that 
it “revives the soul of man.” We could have said of its ordinances 
that “they are pore, enlightening the eyes,” but not that “they are 
upright. rejoicing the heart of man.” That which revives the soul and 
reiotces the heart only a human soul can perceive and a human heart can 
feel. “The Lord God is merciful and long su‘fering, full of kindness and 
truth, forgiving iniquity and transgression”—that is a teaching which 
cevives the Wrooping epirit of man. “And thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart and with all thy soul, and with all thy might; love 
thy neighbour as thyself, bonour thy father and thy mother that thou 
mayest live long”—these are commandments which rejoice the heart. 
tie who had never known the love of father or mother could never have 
taught, ' Like a father hath compassion on bis children, 30 the Lord hath 
compassion on those who fear Him.” An angel could tell us what God's 
voice signifies outside of us, but not what it speaks within us; he could tell 
us of a God who is enthroned above the stars, but not of aGod whodwella 
in the depths of our own souls, who can fee! with the simplicity of a child. 
Hlad Moses not beon a man of flesh and blood the Torah could not have 
been revealed to him and through him have become our Torah. Moses 
had first to feel and practise this law as a human being, in order that ho 
wight teach us humans to feel and practise it. 

Therefore Judaism honours the memory of Moses as that of the 
greatest man that bas over issued from Israel, but it always bonours 
him as a man, potas adivine being I¢ commemorates his lifeand works, 
but knows nothing about his grave, which no human eye bas ever seen. 
We know what he was in life, and that we take as our model. He did not 
die for the sins of human beings, but he toiled and worked to make buman 
beings better. And Moses being buman, the Law which be gave us 
contains human clements capable of constant development through the 
ages. The generations which succeeded bim to carry on his teachings 
have invested them with an ever fuller meaning. Prophets and Psalmista 
and Sages have read into them now siguificances, adapted to the times 
in which they lived. Tho ontire history of post-Biblical Judaism is that 
of an historical development of the original Law of Moses. And because 
the Torah was given to men through the hands of men, if is a very human 
Torah which concerns itself above all things with the noeds of bumanity, 
and makes the love of man, the just relations of men, the duty to our fellow 
men, to constitute the essence of holiness. How, askthe ancients, did Moses 
prove his capacity to be the Lawgiver of his people’ Was it by his brilliant 
spiritual gifts, his public deeds of heroism, the power of his thoughts, the 
intensity of his feelings, the compelling power of his speech? Scripture 
gives abundant evidences of all these qualities. But what most recom: 
mended him for the task he undertook was the fact that he was a lowly 
shepherd who showed compassion for the sheep committed to his caro.

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Jewish Students’ World Congress. 


—— 
Opened in Antwerp. 


[From our Correspondent. |] ANTWERP. 


The First Annual World Congress of Jewish Students was opened 
in Antwerp, at the hall of the Maccabi Sports Organisation, on 
Tuesday. Dr. Lauterpacht, Chairman of the Provisional Executive 
Committee, presided over an assembly of over 2,000 persons. Speeches 
were delivered by the Chief Rabbi of Belgium, General Cabra (the 
Military Governor of Antwerp), Senator Junes (representing the Depart- 
ment of Arts and Sciences), Deputy Huysmans (representing the City 
Council), Rabbi Amiel, Rabbi Dr. Wiener, Mr. Jean Fischer, Senator 
Wittemans, and others. Messages were received from Mr. Israel 
Zangwill, Professor 5. Dabnow, the Joint Distribution Committee, the 
Menorah Association of America, the University Zionist Federation of 
Great Britain, Senator H. Fonatine (Belgian representative at the 
League of Nations), Professor Kreglinger (of Brussels University), Chief 
Rabbi Chajes, Professor Piok, Advocate Sliosberg, and others. 

Dr. Lauterpacht opened the proceedings by tendering thanks to the 
authorities for their hospitality. He spoke in Hebrew, Yiddish, and 
Vrepch. ‘ 

The Chief Rabbi, who followed him, said that thinkers and men of 
science had expressed their condemnation of the restriction of learning to 
which Jews were exposed. The new nations which had been bora of 
freedom, denied the Jews those very principles on which their own 
independence was based. 

Deputy Camille Huysmans gaid he was no stranger to Jewish ideals. 
There were many countries where minorities governed, and there would 
be one day, he hoped, one where Jews, too, would govern. Belgium, like 
the Jews, in its history, knew what persecution was; like the Jews 
the Delgians bad their martyrs, and they could, therefore, ‘sympathise 
with Jewish sufferings. 

Mr. Halevy having spoken for the Jewish community, Mr. Jean 
lischer greeted the delegates. They were accustomed, he said, to being 
accused of having too many bankers, too many merchants Now they 
were being attacked for having overfilled the ranks of the intelicctuals. 
They had become accustomed to the first calumnies, but they would not 
stand the new accusations. 

General Cabra said that during the war he had had Jewish ollicers 
snd en under his orders, who had carried out their duties at least as 
well as the others. He pointed out good bumouredly that practically all 
the ‘enemy ‘countries which lost the war denied the Jewsthe right of 
becoming officers, while among the Allies, Russia stood out as one that 

also did not permit Jews to‘take commissions, and jthat country fell out 
before the end | 

A striking speech was delivered by Senator Wittemans, who recalled 
the persecution the Jews had suffered during all the centuries, and asked 
how long would it continue? He hoped for a new ora, when differences 
of race and relicion would cease.

The Johnson Immigration ‘Bill.

Rabbis Received by British Ambassador 
[From our Correapondent.| NEW YORK. 


A conference of the Senate and the House of Representatives has 
been arranged for the purpose of reaching an agreement on the Johnson 
Bill. With the exception of a few minor points, the Bills of the Senate 
and the House of Representatives now agree on a 2 per cent. quota on 
the basis of the 1590 census. It is still regarded as possible, however, 
that President Coolidge may veto the Bill on account of the Japanese 
protest. Under the terms of the Bill, husbands and wives of American 
citizens, children under the age of eighteen and parents over the age of 
Uilty-ive, rabbis and professors, as well as their wives and their children 
ander the age of eighteen, and certain classes of skilled labourers specially 
needed in the country, will be admitted to the United States over and 


above the quota. Immigrants will have to present to the authoritiesa . 


certificate of good conduct, and the onus of showing cause why they 
should be admitted to the country will also rest on them in the future. 

The British Ambassador, Sir Esme Howard, recently received Chief 
Rabbi Kook, of Jerusalem, and Rabbi Teitelbaum, of the Union of 
Orthodox Kabbis, at the Embassy at Washington. Several dis. 
tinguished guests, including the British Consul, were present. Chief 
Rabbi Kook expressed to the Ambassador the thanks of the Jews 
for Logland’s assistance in the building of Palestine, and said that the 
Jews in Palestine were satisfied with Sir Her! art Samuel's administration 
The Rabbis were also received by Mr. Slamp, President Coolidge’s 
secretary, who, in the name of the President, said that America was 
pleased to welcome Chief Rabbi Kook as its guest, and that i¢ would help 
in the reconstruction of Palestine in every possible way.

The Jewish Chautauqua Society. 
Appeal for Endowment Fund. 


[In recognition of its power as a weapon against anti-Semitiam and to 
honour the memory cf its founder, the late Rev. Dr. Henry Berkowitz, 
Rabbi-emeritus of Rodeph Shalom Congregation, of Philadelphia, a group 
of prominent Jews throughout the country is formulating plans for a 
national campaign to raise an Endowment Fund of 300,000 dols. for the 
Jewish Chautauqua Society. To inaugurate the effort, the Jows of Phila- 
delphia will be asked to contribute 75,000 dols. to the Fund. 

The Society was founded thirty-one years ago by Dr. Berkowitz, ia 
co-operation with Bishop John H Vincent, who established the Assemb'y 
on Lake Chautauqua. Its aim has been the promotion of a popular 
oducational movement for the spread of knowledge concerning Jews and 
Judaism. It has operated in organised and unorganised communities of 
overy State of the Union. luring the summer of 1923, the Chautauqjua 
Society's University lecturers gave courses in twenty-four colleges.

Attack by 6,000 Arabs. 


In the Ariana suburb of Tunis very serious fighting has occurred 
between Jews and Arabs as a result of the refusal of an Arab soldier to 
pay a Jewish shopkeeper for goods purchased. The quarrel between tho 
Jew and the Arab brought other Arabs on to the acene, and subsequently 
six thousand of them attacked the Jewish quarter. Many houses were 
set on fire, and a number of Jews were wounded. Several Jews received 
ferionus injuries, and the ruins of buildings testify to the gravity of the 
disturbances. Police reinforcements restored order, and many ricters 
were arrested. The onqguiry into the outbreak is still ia progress.

Danzig Government Rejects Scheme

The Dauzig Government has rejected the scheme of opening a Jewish 
University in Danzig, on the ground that there is already a German 
University in the city.

Lady Reading's Hospital. 


Care of Indian Women. 


The correspondent of the Zimes in Simia writes that on Friday 
ovening Lady Reading formally opened the hospital bearing ber name for 
Indian women and children, the foundation-stone of which was laid last 
June. The hospital is designed to extend the scheme originally started 
by Lady Dufferin, whose hospital is now inadequate for Simla’s needs, 
and will, in fatare, be the welfare centre and out-patient department, 
from which patients may be sent to the new hospital, which is equipped 
with all modern accessories and well endowed as the result of the 
generous support given to Lady Reading's appeal. The Viceroy thanked 
Lady Reading on behalf of the Government, and Sir Mahommed Shafi 
voiced the gratitude of the people of India. 


Minority Rights in Lithuania. 


Jewish Ministry to be Retained.

The Lithuanian Cabinet has decided that the abolition of the Jewish 
Ministry was unconstitutional, and that the ministry must therefore be 
retained. This decision does not, however, affect the ruling of the Bejm

The “ Copec’’ Conference. 


The Dean of Manchester (Dr. McCormick) delivered the first of a 
series of sermons on ‘Copec: An attempt to apply Christian principies to 
the actual problems of moderna life,” at the Cathedral last Sunday. He 
began with some cominents on the sermon delivered by Rabbi Dr. Salomon 
at the Great Synagogues, Manchester, on the First Day of Pass ver (an 
abstract of which was given in last week's /ewish Chronicic). In that 
sermon, said the Dean, his friend l'r. Salomon had made an attack on the 
Conference on Christian politics, economics, and citizenship, recently 
held in Birmingham. Dr. Salomon had, he thought, entirely misappre- 
hended the basis and purpose of that conference. The conference con- 
sisted of those who accepted the faith of Christ, and it addressed itself to 
one object, and one only. It did not profess to be a gathering of all 
f.nglish people or of all honest men. It did profess to be a gathering of 
Christians, They called their subject ‘Christian Economics,” and they 
could not have called it anythingelsee The Dean said, in conclusion: Let 
Dr. Salomon consult with the Chief Kabbi, and call together a great confer. 
ence on Jewish politics economics, and citizenship Weshall not regard it 
asa retrograde step Weshall wishit well. ladeed, there are particular 
subjects on which our Jewish fellow-citizens will speak with real 
authority, and economics is one of them. And when it is over and we 
compare the fladings of the two conferences, it may be that we shall 
discover much common ground and may even be able to proceed to 
common action. That willnot widen the gap between the Jowish and the 
other faiths, any more than ‘ Copec’ has done.” 

In the course of a letter in the ‘lanchester Guardian, in reply to the 
Dean, Dr. Salomon said that he bad not made an attack on the Conference, 
[t wasa protestagatast what he still maintained was a narrow conception 
of the basicteachingsoftruereligion. He still falled to understand whas 
differences could possibly be found between the teachings of honesty and 
morality with reference to “economics as taught in the Old Testament, 
and those taught in the New, for surely Dr. McCormick would not 
deny that the principles of righteousness were to be found in the 
Jewish faith as rigidly laid down as in ita offshoot, Christianity. 
Dr. Salomon =rinoalotained that it was the intrusion of one 
particular faith lato the fields of activity in which no question of creed or 
dogma could possibly arise that was at the root of that religious and 
racial hatred that was not diminishing but steadily increasing. The 
Dean must be fally aware thateven the suggestion of a Jewish vote in 
elections on questions in which oarrights were imperilled, was the subject 
of milevolent attack. He (Dr. Salomon did not impugn the sincerity of 
the Lean or his fellow-membors of the “ Copec.” But be would remind his 
respected friend of that noble sentiment which Judaism, the mother of 
all truo religions, iaculcated “lhe righteous of all crecds have a share 
in the world to come.” 


The Rev. I. Livingstone, preaching at the Hampstead Synagoge on the 
last day of l’assover, devoted his address to the “ Copec ” Conference—the 
Conference on Politics, Economics and Citizenship . which was recently 
held in Biemingham. He said that the religious revival it advocated was 
one of action and life, and he felt very strongly that Jewish representatives 
should have been invited to attend the conference, for although it wasa 
“Christian” conference discussing Christian principles, those principles 
were the Jewish principles promalgated by the Jewish b ble and the 
Kabbis long before Christiani.y came into existence,

There is nothing so conducive to success in elucation as the right 
atmosphere. ‘There are schools which are dismal and uainviting 
to the student, and which tend to retard his educational advance, and 
there are schools that are bright and cheerfal, and possess all the advan- 
tages required for the would-be successful student. Among the latter 
must be placed the Townley Castle School, which was originaily estab 
lished in Kamsegate in 1490; by the late Kev. 8. H. Harris, and ts 
now situated amid beautiful surroundings at “ Wildcroft,” Putoecy Heath. 
The mansion, which was formerly occupied by the late Sir George 
Newnes, is magnificently equipped. It stands in its own picturesque 
and extensive park, on the far-fimed Putney Heath, and has large 
playing fields. Itis close to important main roads and ratiways, and is 
within twenty minutes’ ride by motor from Hyde Park. Adjoining the 
main building is the annexe, where there are sepirate bedrooms. for 
senior pupils. The schoolroom accommodation is very extensive. and 
the establishment is provided throughout with central heating. Parti. 
cular attention is given to physical trainiog, which is under the best 
supervision, and among the recreations indulged io are cricket, hockey, 
tennis, football, swimuwing, croquet, chess, and draughts. There are 
also dramatic, music, literary and debating societies. Unremitting 
attention is also given to the health, moral and religious training of 
pupils. Keligious services are held morning and night, and there is a 
apecial Barmitzcvah preparation class. In addition to a high-class 
modern education students are prepared for business or the professions. 
There aro at present at the school students from all parts of the world. 
Two Persian students from Meshed and Teheran, when asked by the 
Principal how they came to know of the school, said that they had read 
the aivertisement in the Jewish Chronic!e. 

The Principal is the Rev. 5. Levene (of Jews’ and U niversity Colleges 
and the University of London), who is assisted by a staff of well-qualified 
resident and visiting masters. During the war over one thousand old 
Townleyians, including ninety-two officers, served, many gaining distinc. 
tions. Over 70 por cent. of the present generation of Jewish professional 
men were pupils, at sometime or other, at Townley Castle. The domestic 
arrangements are uoder the direction of Mra. 8. Levene, who is assisted 
by trained nurses and a large staff of servants. It is intended to provide 
a hostel for students (Provincial and Colonial) attending the various 
hospitals, schools of economics, etc. it will help to solve a serious 


problem for parents who are concerned about the spare hours of 
their sons.

THE 
ORDER ACHEI BRITH AND THE ASSOCIATION 
OF JEWISH FRIENDLY SOCIETIES. 


From Mr. Percy Cohen (Secretary, Association of 
Friendly Socicties). 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


hin,—! am directed by the Executive Committee of the Association 
ot Jewish Friendly Societies to seek the hospitality of your columns for 
the purpose of laying before members of Jewish Friendly Societies and 
the Jewish public, certain facts which have led up to the advent of the 
“Seligman Convalescent Home of the Order Achei Brith and Shield of 
Abraham.” 


The Association, which was established in 1‘15, consists o* all the 
Orders, seven in number, and about thirty independent friendly socicties, 
thus including, with trifling exceptions, the whole movement. The 
Jewish I'riendly Societies Convalescent Home at St. Nicholas-at- Wade, 
Birchington-on-Sea, was established by the Association in Joly, |"2i,asa 
result of the joint efforts of many of the Orders and independent 
Bocleties. Its contributing mombersbip at the outset numbered not far 
short of 20.000, and at the end of 1923 the membership was over 27,000. 
Members paid regular weekly contributions under a uniform rule 
sanctioned by the Kegistrar of Friendly Societies. Its doors have been 
open to all members needing convalescence, and it has been administered 
impartially on rules applying to all societies, large and smal). Iithas been 
the Convalescent Home of the Jewish I'riendly Societies; the visable 
embodiment of the Friendly Society ideal of mutual self-help and c »™mon 
undertakings, and its conduct bas met with unanimous approval No sacbh 
example of democratic effort on an extended scale has ever been shown 
to the Jewish commupity. 

It was originally administered by the Association under an uuregis- 
tered constitu:ion, which was at the outset accepted by all the societies 
who were parties to the scheme. For the purposes of establishing a 
definite constitution and defining the relations between the Home and 
the Assoc ation, steps were subsequently taken to draw up a new scheme 
of administration. Opinions were divided as to the continuation of its 
administration under the 1 2is of the Association which was responsible 
for its existence. The desire to preservethe antonomy of the Orders and 
Societies affiliated to the Association iovolved the decision that reguiar 
contributions for the upkeep of the Home should be made by members to 
their Societies, and (uirterly payments based on contributing member- 
ship made by Socicties to the Home. In these circumstances, as was 
pointed out by the Registrar of Friendly Societies, the proposed rales 
were pot suitable for registration asa lriendly Society. The Association 
had recourse to legal advice. and secured the services of a solicitor with 
an unrivalled knowledge of Friendly Society law and administration. He 
submitted varions alternatives setting forth the advantages and dis- 
advantages of each. At subsequent meetings it was unanimons!y decided 
to proceed by way of a Deed of Trust as providing a constitution and 
machinery of administration most appropriate to the needs of the Home 
and adaptable to secure the relationship of the Association with the 
Home. 

The Association had a Conference on February |Sth, 1923, and carried 
certain resolutions which became the subject of acute controversy. Sir 
Stuart Samue) Bart., the President of the Association, then took the 
Initiative, and carried a resolution that the decisions of that Conference 
be referred to a ound Table Conference of representatives of Orders and 
Independent Societies with a view to securing general agreement. 
Resolutions embodying a compromise were unanimously adopted, and the 
parties to the agreement appended their signatures to the document. 
The signatures included those of Messrs. M. Cash, Vice-President of the 
Association and Grand Treasurer of the Achei Brith, S. Binderman, 
Treasurer of the Association and now the Grand lresident of the Achei 
Brith, and J. Bader and H. 5. Schildkraut, Achei Brith representatives. 

A Special Conference of Delegates was held on May th, and Sir 
Stuart Samael moved the following resolution which was carried unapi- 
mousiy : 

Whereas certain questions have arisen with regard to the Resolutions 
eoneerning the Convalescent Home which were adopted at the Annual 
Conference held on February 13th, 1925, it is hereby resolvea that such 
resolutions be rescinded and replaced by the resoiutions set forih in the 
accompanying memorandaim drawn up by a Round Table (ouference of 
representatives of Orders and Societies and to which the signatores of the 
parties to the memorandum were aflixed 
The Conference appointed a Sub-Committee consisting of Mesars. 

M Levy, M. Casb, A. Lewinsteio, J. Smith, H.8. Schildkrant, I. Solomons, 
aod J. H. Taylor, to consider the terms of the Deed of Trust to be drawn 
op by the Solicitor. 

Instructions were then given for the preparation of the Draft Deed, 
which in its vital provisions was based faithfully om the Round Table 
Resolutions. 

This Conference Sub-Committee met the Solicitor on August %th, 1123, 
aud many bours were spent in considering the terms of the Draft Deed of 
Trust, copies of which had been previously circulated. Various 
FUggestioss were made to the Solicitor for incorporation in the document, 
and the sub-Committee at the termination of its labours was unanimons. 

fhe Draft Deed as amended was printed and copies were seut to 
delegates of contributing societies fora conference on September@od. At 
this conference the President, in the course of au address stated: 

The fact that there was eventual unanimity for the Round Table 

fesolutions, and also that the Deed of Trust Committee was unanimons, 

showed (iat there was @ spirit of give and take and that the movement did 

not lack constructive ideas. 

It should be made clear at this stage that the Achei Brith was a 
party to the settlement. -committed by the signatures of its representa. 
tives and by the votes of its delegates at successive conferences. At the 
crucial conference on September 2nd, 1925, were any mental reservations 
present io the minds of its representatives they should naturally have 
been stated. [Dut it is uncontestable that althongh relatively winor 
ameudimonts were suggested and agreed to, no vital principle was raised. 
There was absolnte unanimity for the Deed of Trust, and the solidarity 
of the Jowish Friendly Societies received a fresh impetus. So far from 
the Achei Brith repudiating the settlement, it complied with the provisions 
of the Deed of Trust and formally nominated its stipulated number of 
Trastees for the Home and representatives to serve om the Home 
Committee. 

When steps were taken to prepare the documents for signature, other 
counseis Unhappily prevailed in the Achei Brith, and on September 24th 
the Urder advised the Association of the resignation of an unnamed 


Trostee. Nevertheless the Association proceeded to execute th, 
upavimous decision of the Conference and December $rd, 192) wa. 
appointed for signatures. The sigaatures of Sir Stuart Samue! an) o/ 
the Trustees of all the Orders and Independent Societies were ¢,.,;).

The following resolution’ was therefore passed: 

(hat this annual meeting of the Governing Body of the Jewish Friendly 
Societies Convalescent Home accepts Counset s opinion, and authorises 
further steps which may be necessary to coniplete the Deed of Trust. 
At this meeting the Grand Order Sons of Jacob announced entire 

coucurrence with tbe procedure, and expressed its reliance on the good 
faith of the Association. (Its duly elected Trustee later signed the 
Deed! The Order Achei Brith was therefore isolate:| in its attitude. 
Immediate steps were taken to secure a settlement of Luc whole issue on 
the basis of the Conference resolutions, which indeed were drawn up to 
meet what appeared to represent the solo crievance of the Ache: brith. 
The Annna! Conference was held on February 17th, and at the suguestion 
of Mr. 5S. Bindermap, the Achei Brith President, a meeting was arranged 
to be held between the officers of the Association and the officers «f the 
Order for February 25th, just eight days later. An assurance has been 
conveyed by Mr. Binderman that his colleagues would attend, but this 
prospect was destroyed on information reaching-the Association thit the 
Achei Brith officers would not support their Grand President. [he 
proposed meeting was therefore abandoned. ‘The Association [/xecutive 
met on lebruary 26th and conveyed a formal invitation to a Conference. 
The rep!y of the Achei Brith was received on March 6th. It said: 

With reference to your commuaiecation of Febrnary 26th, | am 
desired to inform you that the undermentioned representatives lave 
been appointed to meet your Executrve provided that the {oilowing 
paragraphs form the subject of discussion :

‘Phat Clause 5 (dd) providing for the coutirmation of nom! ated 

delegates at a Conference of the Association should be deleted. 
A reply was sent on the same day as follows: 

1 am desired to make it clear that the Deed of Trust in accordan e 
with the decision of our jast Annual Couferenceis au effective document. 
The position, therefore, is that while there can be no question of aller ny 
the Deed of Trust, such provisions as are consistent with the two reso! 
tions already communicated to vou, can be embodied ina supplementary 
Deed of Trust, providing the unanimity of all the parties concerned can 
be secured. I trust, therefore, that you appreciate this preliminary 
conslieration.

An acknowledgment to the Association's letter was received oD 
March l2th, stating that it would be placed b-fore the Order's Exccutive 
Council. On March 23rd, Mr. Binderman resigned his position as Treasurer 
of the Association and the Home. It was then learnt indirectly that the 
Order had gone out of its way to seek to purchase a property so as to 
effect a severance of its connection with the St. Nicholas-at- Wade Home. 
No farther communication reached the Association which learnt from the 
public Press that the Achei Brith at an emergency Grand Lodge Con- 
ference had “ accepted the gift of the ‘Seligman Home,’ ” :

Uncharitable “ Charity.’

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sin, Your correspondent, “ A Manchester Jew.” in his outcry agatasd 
uocharitabie charity, has taken what might be calied a “ surface’ view 
of the particular caso which he brings forward, and has, [ fee!, uot beea 
over charitable io the criticisms levellcod at the genticman who has 
raised his anger by giving £100 to a non-Jewish charity.

Un attaining 
the age of sixteen years; 5. Arrival in town for firat time with view to per 
Mmanency; 6. Report, by next of kin, of death of registered alien; 7 Loss of 
Identity Book or Registration Certificate 

All those who have not already compiled with the above named 
conditions should do so at once, and make reference to this notice when 
reporting. Non-compliance with the provisions of the Aliens Order may 
lead to prosecution and fine. Those already registered under the 191 
Order and belong unaffected by clauses 1, 2, 3, 6, 7, above, need take 


action whatever.

Annual Meeting of the Congregation,

balance-sheet, Mr. Albury said that the affairs of the Congregation during 
the year had pursued an even course. I6 would not be correct, however, 
to say that everything was satisfactory. The Council! had to deplore the 
falling-cff in attendance at Synagogue, and the lack of interest of members 
in synagogue and religious matters. Though several applicants for the 

ition of iret Reader had been beard, the Council regretted that they 
ad been unable to recommend a suitable candidate, and the position was 
atiliopen. The Hebrew Schools were maintaining their high standard of 
efficiency, and he was pleased to report that the Religion Classes were 
going from strength to strength. The Shechi‘a Board was doing good 
service by defraying the cost of funerals in such cases where families 
were unable to do so. In referring to the finances, Mr. Albury said 
that the most serious figures were those of Seat Rentals, which showed a 
decrease of £187. on that of last year. The total expenditure was i£1,3>0, 
as against £4,°45 in 1922. The excess of income over expenditure 
amounted to £69. He congratulated the Beth Hamedrash on having 
secured the services of Mr. Bernhard Davis as their President during tho 
year, and paid tribute to the good work of Rabbi Hodes. Referring to 
problems which would have to bo faced in the near future, Mr. Albury 
said that he believed the congregation was not doing its duty in 
centralising ite activities at Singers Hill, It was the first fundamental 
duty of a congregation to provide synagoyvues where needed, but that 
duty had been neglected for years. The need for synagogues in the 
Edgbaston and Pershore Road districts was growing more palpable every 
day. He expressed the view that tho most fitting way to celebrate the 
seventicth anniversary of the synagogae’s foundativa next year would be 
the erection of a new synagogue in Edgbaston.

BRITISH EMPIRE EXHIBITION. 
— — 
THE PALESTINE PAVILION, 


The steps of Jewish visitors to the British Empire Exhibition at 
Wembley will, for the most part, be first directed to the Pavilion, jast to 
the left of the Stadium, which l’alestine shares with Cyprus 

It would perhaps be unfair at the present stage to say too much of 
the Palestine Pavilion, Itis not yet completed, and there is an unclassified 
jumble of exhibits which, to the casual observer, muat give the impression 
that Palestine has only two industries-wine and the export of 
Oranges. Unquestionably the most interesting stall is that of the 
Ica, where there is a fairly comprehensive display of Palestine pro 
ducts; but even this stall leaves something to be desired, ioasmuch 
as the exhibits are very inadequately labelled. There ia litt's 
opportunity for gathering a satisfactory idea of the work that is being 
carried out in the regenerated Laaod of Israe!, and there seems to bea 
slight loss of dignity involved in the selling, in the Pavilior, of Jaffa 
Oranges and packets of Palestine sweets. Then again, the model of 
Solomon's Temple, provided by the Pro Jerusalem Society, arrived 
broken, and bas not yet been (fitted up, and the Yemenite craftemen who 
are supposed to be engaged ono fiigree work, have not yet begun their 
labours. One very interesting exhibit, however, is the large photograph 
of Mount Hermon, taken from Tliberias. fifty miles away, by the American 
Colony Photographers with a Dallmeyer “ Dallon " Patent Telephoto Lens. 
This picture was reproduced in the /ewisk World of April 24th 

However, it is understood that the whole of the Pavilion t« to ls 
reorganised and rearranged, and in two or three weeks time the vielter 
is promised an adequate and comprehensive survey of life in the land 
of Israel 

A “ Palestine Pavilion Handbook,” which is a mine of valuable infor 
mation, is on sale at the Pavilion at the nominal price of threepence 
This book contains, in addition to mavy interesting photographs, a tourist. 
guide to Palestine, and a guide to the Pavilion, a foreword by Sic Lierbert 
Samuel, who writes :— 


In accepting the Mandate for the Goyernment of | alestine, Great 
Britain has undertaken a trust of historic importance. Ali the 
western world, and a great part of the eastern, are deeply interested 
in Palestine. To Christendom it is the land of the most sacred of all 
associations. To Judaism it is the cherished home around which 
have centred the regrets and the longings of two thousand years. it 
is the object of a world-wide cffort and of great individual racrifice 
in the present, of a lofty ideal for the future. To Islam it makes the 
appeal of holy sites, of long possession, of tho presence at this day of 
& population tn large majority Moslem. 

Into this land the campaigns of the Great War brought a power 
fulallied army. Troops from the United Kiogdom, the Dominions 
and India constituted it in the main, but detachments of rench and 
Italian soldiers took part and Arab forces co-operated After one of 
the most brilliant victories recorded in history, Lord Allenby's army 
occupied the country. The graves of ten thousand soldiersin the 
War cemeteries of Palestine arc a mweasure of the price that was 
paid. 

The country has not been annexed to the British Empire, we 
holditasatrust. Allracesand creeds have equal rights there. The 
aspirations of the Jews of the world to re-constitute in Palestine a 
National Home are supported. ‘The civiland religions rights of the 
Arabs aro equaliy protected. It is hoped to promote tao Palestine both 
ao Arab and a Jewish revival; and the doors of the land are wide 
open to pilgrims and travellers from all over the world, 

We found the country derelict after contaries of misrule.” The 
vast majority of the Arab population were iliiterate machcf the jand 
was uncultivated, most of the remainder poorly farmed. Largs areas 
were infested with malaria; littic was done ia any direction to protect 
the public health. Kailways were fow and roads inadequate; 
barbours there were none; the natural resources of the country were 
quite undeveloped, and industries were nearly non-existent. Almost 
all the requirements of a civilised State had to be provided from the 
beginning. 

The British tax-payer, bearing the overwhelming burdens that 
were left by the War, could not be expected to provide the financial 
resources needed for this task. He has furnished the cost of the 
troops that garrison the country a charge that has been reduced in 
the last four years from £4,000,000 to £900,000; there is the expec 
tation of further reductions in the immediate future. For the reat, 
all that has been accomplished by the Government of Palestine has 
been done with its own resources. Great Britain has paid nothing 
towards the cost of the civil administration. 

Although not a part of the British Empire, Palestine has beou 
privileged, in consequence of the Mandate, to take part in this great 
Exhibition. In our Pavilion may be found an indication of the work 
which is now proceeding inthe Holy Land. Here is evidence of the 
rany-sided activities of the Government, of corporations, and of 
individuals ; in the spheres of religious and national development ; 
in agriculture, industry and commerce; in revealing tho ancient 
Palestine and in building the new. The country is a small one-—no 
larger than Wales; one can motor “from Dan even unto Beer 
sheba” in a day, and from Jericho to Jaffaina morning. The popu 

lation is only three-quarters of a million (although there is room for a 
large future expansion as economic development proceeds). But on 
the comparatively small acale which these conditions prescribe, there 
is now proceeding a remarkable and fruitful growth ia very many of 
the departments of human activity. This Handbook illustrates its 
character. 


So in these latter days, Paiestine, sheltered by the power an¢ 
aided by the direction of the British Empire, tuspired by her own 
illustrious past and by the reverence and co-operation of the three 
greatest religions of mankind, isawakening from the sleep of centuries, 
and is looking with bope and confidence to the dawn of a now cra of 
service, and, through service, of greatness.

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Mr. Oscar Straus on the Palestine Situation.

ZIONISM OR “PALESTINISM’’? 


Before leaving Palestine, Mr. Oscar Straus, the veteran American 
ttatesman, gave an interview to the Palestine Telegraphic Agency, in 
which he said that Palestine ought to serve as a refuge for those Jews 
who could not live in other countries or who wished to come and live in 
Palestine , but it was the duty of the Jews all over the world to help the 
workers in Zion in a manner which should not affect their own position 
as citizens of their respective countrios. The civilised world must insist 
that the Mandate for Palestine remain in the hands cf Great Britain, and 
the British Mandate must be sacred in the eyes of the Jews. “We must 
stop speaking of Zionism,” said Mr. Straus, ‘and speak of ‘ Paiestinism.’ 
The Jews must live in peace and unity among themselves, and the Arab 
world will finally recognise the mistake of not appreciating the work of 
the Jews in Palestine.” 

Mr. Straus bad an interview before leaving the country, with Musa 
Kazim Pasha, the President of the Palestine Arab Executive, and 
en:ieavoured to impress on him the necessity for an Arab-Jewish under- 
standing Kazim Pasha replied to Mr. Straus that the aim of the Arabs 
was fnll freedom and the establishment in Palestine of a National 
Democratic Government in which the Moslems, Christians, and Jews 
should be represented in proportion to their numbers in the country. 
Mr. Straus expressed his opinion that the Zionists had contributed to the 
upbuilding of Palestine in the last five years, more than the Arabs in five 
bundred years. 


Labour Conditions in Palestine. 
MORE WORKERS NEEDED. 

‘There is no fear of unemploymentin Palestine, according toa bulletin 
issued by the Jewish National Fund, which announces that there is a 
particular need of agricultural workers, since the intensive tobacco culti- 
vation is absorbing so many hands. The situation is such, it says, 
that these men are demanding and obtaining extraordinarily good 
terms of employment. A contract has been signed with the Workers’ 
Organisation, which is supplying the labour, entitling it to half the 
season's tobacco crop. The Organisation isin return obliged to supply 
1,500 workers. If this number is not available immediately in the 
eountry, # is understood it will be completed from the «uota of immi- 
grants arriving this Spring. At present the Organisation is short of half 
of ite required number of workers, and could at this moment find employ- 
ment for another 2,000.

The Jewish Position in the Land of Israel. 
From Mr. Max Seligman. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


Sin,~l cannot refrain from writing to you to express my sincere 
appreciation of the firm stand taken by Mr. Zangwill in regard to our 
National Movement. My experiences In Palestine during the past two 
aud a haif years convince me that his attitude is absolutely justified. I 
feel that he is asincere Zionist. He has been invited to come to Palestine. 
But I do not think that a visit here would in any way alter his views. 

lie is reported as having said that we must demand from the British 
Government at least as much as has been promised us. But it is not 
only the British Government which faiis to extend to us the assistance 
we bave every right toexpect. Even the local Government (the Govern. 
ment supposed to administer affairs in Palestine with the intention of 
ultimately establishing the Jewish National Home) repeatedly and 
deliberately goes out of its way torender difficult and even impracticable 
the realisation of that aim. 

Tbe Crown Lands in Beisav, by all the laws of equity, should have 
become the property, by gift, of the Jewish Nation. Such a gift would 
have gone a long way towards the establishment of a Jewish Majority in 
Palestine. But these lands were made a gift of to the Arabs, and to Arabs 
who had fought duriog the war with the Turkish Army against the British 
Forces! This is an injustice which becomes even more incredible and 
upwarrantabie when the fact is appreciated that the Jewish soldiers who 
bad fought for Britain and for Palestine, and had remained in Palestine 
because of their Zionism, had, long before the decision of the Govern- 
ment to grant the beisan lands to the Arabs, applied to the Government 
for a grant of part of the same lands. The proposal was made while 
these Jewish soldiers were still in the Forces. Previously there had been 
po su,gestion of a claim by the Arabs. The Governwent promised to 
consider this proposal. But, after a long delay, the Government 
made an offer to these soldiers of land near Beersheba. This 
offer is really ridiculous, because the land is desert and no water 
is to be fonnd there. And so the men who fought for this country, because 
of the promises maie by Great Britain, linger on in the faint hope that 
some day there may be a Government, sufliciently considerate to Jews 
and with a sufficient uoderstanding of the proper duties of responsible 
wiministrators, that will deal fairly with them. 

Nomerous “accusations” have bsen mads that the Government of 
‘this country is composed chiefly of Z\onists. Let meassuare you that these 
Ziovists bave done onr cause very much harm. English “ pre- Balfour 
Declaration Zionists,” who know of the sudden rise to Zionist fame of Sir 


Herbert Samuel, by virtue of a beantifal rendering of 
realise his value to us as High Commissioner. Cur only fear is that. is 
he goes, we might get somebody who would pander even more to Arab 
feeling, as represented by the wealthy Arab Effendis. Assisting Sir 
Herbert is another Zionist in the capacity of Attormey-General. | his 
gentieman, we are conscious, is a true Zionist. His heart is with bis 
Nation, but he has allowed many of his actions to be dictated by anti. 
Zionists. Government House harbours knowingly at least one rabid 
anti-Zionist.

And no one is able to understand why “ir Herbert retains 
that gentleman's services. surely it is not with the consent of Mr. 
Bentwich’ Sir Herbert Samuel bas never been known to take any action 
here that may be termed “ drastic.’ He is weak. Butis Mr. Bentwich 
as weak’? Itis difficult to understand. Bat | feel that, were | in Mr. 
Bentwich’s place, | would have stood out boldly against some of the 
decisions of Government House, and sooner resigaed my position there 
than have allowed myself to be iwplicated in them as one of its most 
distinguished members. 

After the pogrom in Jerusaiem of November “ad, 1¥2!, ap inguiry 
was held into the affair. lit would appear that two people were faced 
with the responsibility of pot having kept order. ‘)! these two, one Mr.

Col, Bramley, afterwards resigned his position. ‘\o report was issued to 
the public. Would it not bave bcen better, in the pablic interest, for an 
official report to have been issued than for wild rumours to have gained 
circulation’ But such a report, if honest. might have caused some 
searchipy criticism by the Press and the Laglish Government of its 
attitude towards our officiaidom. 

Can the Government reasonably explain their retention of the 
services of Mr. Holmes, the Manager of the Palestine Kailways, against 
ai) public opinion’? Mr. Holmes rarely endeavours to hide the fact that 
heisananti-Semite. Why areso many Jewish railway o‘icials dismissed 
Why does he insist op their working on the Sabbath, against all the 
principles of a Jewish National Home, when it is possible to arrange for 
the Jews to respect their Sabbath” Why his insulting bebaviour towards 
our revered Chief Rabbi Kook’ Of these thipus the public outside 
Palestine knows nothing. Only recentiy, enough bas occurred to make 
us wonder why severe action is not taken by our Government. Why was 
Mr. Axler dismissed? Doubtless because he is a Jew and yet popular 
with all sections. Why, when Mr. Becker made application for a post, 
did friend Holmes teli the High Commissioner that there were no posts 
vacant’? And now be is advertising in London for an engineer! Why are 
railway contracts rarely. if ever, given to Jewish contractors ’ 

And is the railway the only department where anti-Semitiem is rife’ 
There is hardly a department not affected How many Jewish officials 
are therein the Treasury’ How many have been dismissed to make 
room for non-Jews and people who know really little of the work’ The 
Treasury also is quite honest about this. A friend of mine from London 
made application to the Treasury for a position On interviewing the 
oficial, he, in my presence, went through a severe exawination in regard 
to his attitude towards the Zionist Movement, tlie oficial,in the mean. 
time, making some most uncalled-{>r suggestions. How many Jewish 
officials are there in the Customs Department’ Can they not be counted 
on the fingers of one’s hand’ is it not a fact that thore is not one Jewish 
senior official in the General Post OMice”’ Why the dismissal of a man 
who had been in charge of the Russian Post Ufiice in Jerusalem before 
the war, and was one of the very few Post officials who ever hid any 
experience of the work ? 

And this applies not only to Government Vepartments. Take the 
case of Police headquarters. How many Jewish police officers are there 
in Jerusalem, a city predominantly Jewish’ How mavy are there, in 
fact, in the whole of Palestine? And are there any senior Jewish /olice 
officials, either at the Police headquarters or at the ©.1.D, or at the 
Department of P’ablic Security ” 

What about the Manicipalities The public, in this regard, is fully 
aware of the facts, and numerous heated protest meetings bave been 
held in Jerusalem and delegations have been sent to the High Com- 
missioner, but without avail. Atleast sixty per cent. of the population of 
Jerusalem is Jewish. Yet the Mayor of the City is an Arab, appointed by 
the Government, and the majority of his underlings are Arabs. No 
election has been held for many years, and the Government will not give 
authority fortbe holding of an election. The Municipality, ia its public 
works, employs practically no Jews atall. let the Jews pay most of the 
taxes. 

Hebrew has been officially proclaimed as an official language. Yet 
what is its fate in many Government Departments’ in the Law Courts 
Hebrew is rarely heard. In Jerusalem most of the litigants are Jews. 
Yet nearly al! the judgments are issued in Arabic, almost aj! the 
summonses are made out in Arabic, and wost of the officials speak ue 
Hebrew, with constant discomfort to Jews. The enthusiasts for Hebrew 
are always considerate tothe English-speaking section of the community. 
The Hebrew Opera is duly advertised in Eagiish also. But when the 
Jerusalem Dramatic Society (‘a Government Department’) goes on tour, 
everything is done in Eaglisb. And then they compiain thatthe Jews. 
who are the art-loving and theatre-going section of the public, boycott 
them ! 

Oh! There is much that I could write you, but it would need weeks 
to write itall. Much of what I have written is crude and burried, but 
you will appreciate the sincerity of it. Had! time, i would write to you 
of‘many :things, if only to “get them off my chest.” I would write of 
religious activities. Of the harm done by the 4gucath Visroe! and its 
leaders, Sonnenfeld and de Haan; of the great new “ }eshurun ” move- 
ment towards a revival of Orthodox Judaism, organised by a band of 
young English and American Zionists; of the Americans who are in charge 


of various American Jewish activities bere and who spend a great deal — 


of their time slandering the hard-worked Zionist officials. Of this latter, 
little is known, but it would prove an interesting story.

Professor Mead on Palestine Conditions. 
----— 
NEED FOR MORE LAND PURCBASES. 

Professsor Elwood Mead, Professor of Agriculture at the University 
of California, who recently visited Palestime in order to study Jewish 
colonisation in that country, delivered an address in New York, in the 
course of which he spoke most enthusiastically of Palestine’s future. The 
following is an abstract of his remarks. 

One finds in Jaffa an Arabic city of fifteen thonsand people, which 
looke as though the only change in a thousand years had been to make 
the houses a littie blacker. Alongside ix the modern city of Tel-Aviv} - 
piso of fifteen.thousand poopie. Luis new city hatin the last six yemus 
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grown like Jonah’s gourd. It has wide paved streets, modern plumbing, 
attractive and costly buildings lighted by electricity. The modern 
‘our mill at Hatfa, the electric light at Tel-Aviv, the hydro-electric 
development at Tiberias, the provision for adequate water ané sanitation 
at Jerusalem, are all evidences of Jewish acumen and ability. 
Starting at Gaza on the south with its date and orange groves, 
and followiug up the Mediterranean coast to Haifa, a distance of one 
hundred miles, there is a strip of low-lying land, varying in width from 
three to twenty miles, that combines great opportunities for intensive 
enitare and high acreage returns with a rural life of unusual charm and 
attraction. Tnen at Haifa, turning castward, the plains of Esdraion 
and the plains of Jezreel make a break-in the mountain range, 
which extends from beiow Jerusalem to the mountains of 
Lebanon. The best opportunities for closer settlement are under 
irrigation, and the larger water supply is found in these valleys. Imme- 
diately south of Like Tiberias is the largest opportunity for extending 
irrivation to be found ia Palestine. This Jordan Valley is about seven 
inties broad: the surfaces slope is even making it easy to distribute water. 
This is not, however, a Qeld for immediata expansion. Plans for irriga- 
tion have not been made; when made they must be co-ordinated with 
the electrical power scheme now uader way. The creation of group 
settlements large enough to function in business and social affairs, the 
workiog out of plans for irrigation and drainage, require 
larger areas of land than are now possessel. The next step should be a 
carefully thougbt out and adejuately financed scheme of land buying. 
At Caeserea and Benjamina, spriogs and kaown supplies of underground 
water offer a fine opportunity for colonies. All this is easily cultivated, 
and with irrigation nearly all the products of the tropic and temperate 
sones can be grown, Land for more Zionist colomies in the Valley 
of Esdraion and Jezreel should be acquired. Not only is land needed 
as a basis for future developments, but now is a favourable time to acquire 
it Syrian and other owvers are losing money: increased taxes uader 
the Eugliah Mandate, low p:ica: and uncertain markets for grain, do not 
hold out much hope for the futare. It is believed that these lands 
ean be bonght now on much better terms than can bs obtainable a 
few years hence, when the success of the Jewish colonies is assured 
and the great achievements of scientific cultivation are fully apparent.

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Mr. Oscar Straus on the Palestine Situation. 


ZIONISM OR “PALESTINISM’’ ? 

Before leaving Palestine, Mr. Oscar Straus, the veteran American 
statesman, gave an interview to the Palestine Telegraphic Agency, in 
which he said that Valestine ought to serve as a refuge for those Jews 
who could not live in other countries or who wished to come and live in 
Palestine; but it was the duty of the Jews all over the world to belp the 
workers in Zion In a manner which should not affect their own position 
as citizens of their respective countries. The civilised world must insist 
that the Mandate for Palestine remain in the hands cf Great Britain, and 
the British Mandate muat be sacred in the eyes of the Jews. “We must 
stop speaking of Zionism,” said Mr. Straus, ‘and speak of ‘ Paiestinism.’ 
The Jews must live in peace and unity among themselves, and the Arab 
world will finally recognise the mistake of not appreciating the work of 
the Jews in Palestine.” 

Mr. Straus bad an interview before leaving the country, with Musa 
Kazim Pasha, the President of the Palestine Arab Executive, and 
en:icavoured to impress on him the necessity foran Arab-Jewish under. 
standing Kazim Pasha replied to Mr. Straus that the aim of the Arabs 
was foll freedom and the establishment in Palestine of a National 
Democratic Government in which the Moslems, Christians, and Jews 
should be represented in proportion to their numbers in the country. 
Mr. Straus expressed his opinion that the Zionists had contributed to the 
upbuilding of Palestine in the last five years, more than the Arabs in five 
bundred years. 


Labour Conditions in Palestine. 
MORE WORKERS NEEDED. 

There is no fear of unemploymentin Palestine, according toa bulletin 
iseued by the Jewish National Fund, which announces that there is a 
particular need of agricultural workers, since the intensive tobacco culti- 
vation is absorbing so many hands. The situation is such, it says, 
that these men are demanding and obtaining extraordinarily good 
terws of employment. A contract has been signed with the Workers’ 
Organisation, which is supplying the labour, entitling it to half the 
season's tobacco crop. The Organisation isin return obliged to supply 
1,500 workers. Uf this number is not available immediately in the 
eountry, it is understood it will be completed from the «quota of immi- 
grants arriving this Spring. At present the Organisation is short of half 
of its required number of workers, and could at this moment find employ- 
ment for another 2,000.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


bin,—l cannot refrain from writing to you to express my sincere 
appreciation of the firm stand taken by Mr. Zangwill in regard to our 
National Movement. My experiences in Palestine during the past two 
and a haif years convince me that his attitude is absolutely justified. I 
feel that he is asincere Zionist. He has been invited to come to Palestine. 
But I do not think that a visit here would in any way alter his views. 

lie is reported as having said that we must demand fcom the British 
Government at least as much as has been promised us. But it is not 
only the British Goverament which faiis to extend to us the assistance 
we bave every right toexpect. Even the local Government (the Govern. 
ment supposed to administer affairs in Palestine with the intention of 
ultimately establishing the Jewish National Home) repeatedly and 
deliberately goes out of its way torender difficult and even impracticable 
the realisation of that aim. 

The Crown Lands in Beisan, by all the laws of equity, should have 
become the property, by gift, of the Jewish Nation. Such a gift would 
have gone a long way towards the establishment of a Jewish Majority in 
Palestine. But these lands were made a gift of to the Arabs, and to Arabs 
who had fought duriog the war with the Turkish Army against the British 
Forces! This is an injustice which becomes even more incredible and 
upwarrantabie when the fact is appreciated that the Jewish soldiers who 
had fought for Britain and for Palestine, and had remained in Palestine 
because of their Zionism, bad, long before the decision of the Govern- 
ment to grant the beisan lands to the Arabs, applied to the Government 
for a grant of part of the same lands. The proposal was made while 
these Jewish soldiers were still in the Forces. Previously there had been 
no su,gestion of a claim by the Arabs. The Government promised to 


consider this proposal. But, after a long delay, the Government 


made an offer to these soldiers of land near Beersheba. This 
offer is really ridiculous, because the land is desert and no water 
is to be fomnd there. And so the men who fought for this country, because 
of the promises maie by Great britain, linger on in the faint hope that 
soime day there may be a Government, sufiiciently considerate to Jews 
and with a saffisient understanding of the proper duties of responsible 
wdministrators, that will deal fairly with them.

room for non-Jews and people who know really little of the work’ The 
Treasury also is quite honest about this.. A friend of mine from London 
made application to the Treasury for a position Un interviewing the 
oficial, he, in my presence, went through a severe exawination in regard 


to his attitude towards the Zionist Movement, the official, in the mean. 


time, making some most uncalled-{>r suggestions. How many Jewish 
officials are there in the Customs Department’ Can they not be counted 
on the fingers of one’s hand’ is it not a fact that there is not one Jewish 
senior official in the General Post Ofice’® Why the dismissal of a man 
who had been in charge of the Russian Post Office in Jerusalem before 
the war, and was one of the very few Post officials who ever hid any 
experience of the work ’ 

And this applies not only to Government Departments. Take the 
case of Police headquarters. How wany Jewish police officers are there 
in Jerusalem, a city predominantly Jewish’ How many are there, in 
fact, in-the whole of Palestine? And are there any senior Jewish Volice 
officials, either at the Police headquarters or at the (.1.D, or at the 
Department of lablic Security 


What about the Municipalities The pubiic. in this regard, is fally 


aware of the facts, and numerous heated protest meetings have been 


held in Jerusalem and delegations have been sent to the High Com. 
missioner, but without avail. Atleast sixty per cent. of the population of 
Jerusalem is Jewish. Yet the Mayor of the City is an Arab, appointed by 
the Government, and the majority of his underlings are Arabs. No 
election bas been held for many years, and the Government will not give 
authority forthe holding of an election. The Municipality, ia its public 
works, employs practically no Jews atall. Yet the Jews pay most of the 
taxes. 

Hebrew has been officially proclaimed as an official language. Yet 
what is its fate in many Government Departments’ In the Law Courts 
Hebrew is rarely heard. In Jerusalem most of the litigants are Jews. 
Yet nearly al! the judgments are issued in Arabic, almost al! the 
summonses are made out in Arabic, and wost of the officials speak ne 
Hebrew, with constant discomfort to Jews. Tbe enthusiasts for Hebrew 
are always considerate tothe l:noglish-speaking section of the community. 
The Hebrew Opera is duly advertised in Eagiish also. Bat when the 
Jerusalem Dramatic Society ‘a Government Department!) goes on tour, 
everything is done in Englisb. And then they complain thatthe Jews. 
who are the art-loving and theatre-going section of the public, boycott 
them ! 

Oh! There is much that I could write you, but it would need weeks 
to write it all. Much of what I have written is crude and burried, but 
you will appreciate the sincerity of it. Had! time, | would write to you 
of‘many ‘things, if only to “get them off my chest.” I would write of 


religious activities. Of the barm done by the 4guciath Yisroe! and its 


leaders, Sonnenfeld and de Haan; of the great pew “ Yeshurun ” move- 
ment towards a revival of Orthodox Jndaism, organised by a band of 
young English and American Zionists ; of the Americans who are in charge 
of various American Jewish activities here and who spend a great dea! 
of their time slandering the hard-worked Zionist officials. Of this latter, 
little is known, but it would prove an interesting story.

Professor Mead on Palestine Conditions. 
> 
NEED FOR MORE LAND PURCBASES. 

Professsor Elwood Mead, Professor of Agriculture at the University 
of California, who recently visited Palestime in order to study Jewish 
colonisation in that country, delivered an address in New York, in the 
course of which he spoke most enthusiastically cf Palestine’s future. The 
following is an abstract of his remarks; 

One findsin Jaffa an Arabic city of fifteen thonsand people, whicb 
looke as though the only change in a thonsand years had been to make 
the houses a little blacker. Alongside is the modern city of Tel-Aviv; — 
aleo of fifteen-thousand people. This city basin the jast six yegus 
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grown like Jonah’s gourd. It has wide paved streets, modern plumbing, 
attractive and costly buildings lighted by electricity. The wodera 
‘our mill at Haifa, the electric light at Tel-Aviv, the hydro-electric 
development at Tiberias, the provision for adequate water ané sanitation 
at Jerusalem, are all evidences of Jewish acumen and ability. 
Starting at Gaza on the south with its date and orange groves, 
and followiug up the Mediterranean coast to Haifa, a distance of one 
pundred miles, there is a strip of low-lying land, varying in width from 
three to twenty miles, that combines great opportunities for intensive 
cultare aod bigh acreage returns with a rural life of unusual charm and 
attraction. Then at Haifa, turning ecastward, the plains of Esdralon 
and the plains of Jezreel make a break in the mountain range, 
which extends from beiow Jerusalem to the mountains of 
Lebanon. The best opportunities for closer settlement are under 
irtigation, and the larger water supply is found in these valleys. Imme- 
diately south of Like Tiberias is the largest opportunity for extending 
irrigation to be found ia Palestine. This Jordan Valley is about seven 
miles broad, the surfacsa slope is even making it easy to distribute water. 
This is not, however, a Deld for immediatsa expansion. Plans for irriga- 
tion have not been made, when made they must be co-ordinated with 
the electrical power scheme now uader way. The creation of group 
settlements large enough to function in business and social affairs, the 
workiopg out of comprehensive plans for irrigation and drainage, require 
larger areas of land than are now possessel. The next step should be a 
carefully thought out and ade«juately financed scheme of land buying. 
At Caeseorea and Benjamina, spriogs and known supplies of underground 
water offer a fine opportanity for colonies. All this is easily cultivated, 
and with irrigation nearly all the products of the tropic and temperate 
zones can be grown. Land for more Zionist colomies in the Valley 
of Esdralon and Jezreel should be acquired. Not only is land needed 
as a basis for future developments, but now isa favourable time toacquire 
it Syrian and other owvers are losing money; increased taxes uader 
the Fuglish Mandate, low p:ica: and uncertain markets for grain, do not 
hold out much hope for the futare. It is believed that these lands 
ean be bonght now on much better terms than can bs obtainable a 
few years hence, when the success of the Jewish colonies is assured 
and the great achievements of scientific cultivation are fully apparent.

THIS AND THAT. 


So the authorities have elected to place Bell Lane in the category of 
“slums”! Well, we are not surprised, for authority recks not of romance. 
nor can it be expected to discern in this greasy, odorous, unbeautifaol 
passage-way a veritable gate to renown. There aro some of us—poor, 
sentimental oafs, maybe—who have elected to invest Bell Lano with a 
nimbus all its own, regarding it as a highway to happiness, its noisy 
denizens the most care-freo in the world. He must be a misanthrope 
indeed whose imagination is not fired by the recvrd of the Jews’ Free 
School; who can survey its laughing, shouting, mischievous charges and 
remain unmoved. Bell Lane! What memories the name must conjure 
up among men and women all over the globe! I's very slumminess is an 
asset; its hordes of hawkers the most picturesque in the world, their 
wares without parallel! in the spiciness thereof. 

And so these “improvements ” improve out of all recognition corners 
of London that are passing rich in associations, though detestably 
indifferent to the demands of hygiene. There was a little congeries of 
dwellings just off the “ The Lane,” a tiny strip of territory hemmed in by 
warehouses, a plot of land whereon an enterprising builder in some 
bygone days put up a few rows of Lilliputian houses. Such houses they 
were! From the first-floor window you might clasp bands with the 
caller at your front door. Such rooms! And the tinier the home the 
larger the quiverful, so much so, that in the torrid nights of summer: 
the locality presented the appearance of a picnic party, for the excese 
population overflowed into the open and wooed sicep under the stars in 
the tropic nights. The locality is but a memory, but its former denizens 
include within their ranks men and women whose names are honoured 
in the community. Ose happy day, the present writer hopes to tell the 

story of this “ community in little.” 

There, poverty was excusable, ignorauce never. Did | ever tell you 
The ignorance of some peop!e,” volunteered a fewtuine 
voice. “Someone gave her free passes to see ‘The Lady of Lyons,’ and 
when they asked her how she enjoyed the piece, what do you think she 
saii? ‘Not very much. Ia fact I was most disappointed. / didn’t see 
apy lions!’” The little community rocked with laughter. 

[ wonder, though, whether these “improvements” will have any 
effect upon the old “ Datch C.u»,” and make necessary the transference 
of this little backwater of clubdom elsewhere. Oue ca not imergine the 
“ Netherlands” bappy in any other environment, so firmly is it rooted in 
the soil of Bell Lane. The very grubbiness of the club, its ext: rnal 
uninvitingoess, are regarded by its habitués as its chiefest charm. Not 
all iis members hail from the land of the dyke, but all are linked t:» thes 
by ties of good fellowship and camaraderic more suggestive of masonic 
lodge than a Ghetto meeting-piace. In my very early days, when c!ose 
association with the Press enabled me to visit the club whenever the 
apirit moved me, a clean starched collar parked & member as notably 
plutocratic in his tastes. It was impressed upon me however by 4 
member of the executive, that many an honest heart beat beneath the 
democratic neckerchief, a physiological curiosity I was in those days toc 
timorous te investigate ! 


Whether in Hawaii, Borneo, the South Sea Islands, or Mexico, my 
valued explorer-friend, Mrs. Charlotte Cameron, F.R.G.S8., delights in 
unearthing something of Jewish interest for my enlightenment. She 
discovered that, after years of indifference towards matters Jewish in 
Honolulu, a congregation in that delectable spot is nowin being. The 
community in this garden of the Southern Seas is the most cosmopolitan 
imaginable, and, amazing though it may read, at the very first High Holy- 
day Services held in Honolulu, they utilised a Sefer Torah lent by the 
daughter of the late Kiog Kalakoa. 

And delving among Mexican records—in spite of the distractions of 
the revolution there Mrs. Cameron discovered evidence of Mexican 
Marranos, many of whom were denounced for Judaising. ‘The conquest 
of Mexico by Cortés on behalf of Spain, the ruthless imposition of the 
Catholic relig.on upon the Aztecs, the no less ruthless activity of the 
Mexican Inquisition, is the old, old story of might against right. Such 
mames as Carabsjal, de»Almeida, de Granada, Perez, de Castro, 
Espinosa, and Nunez appear on the pages of early Mexican history. 
Indeed, Mrs. Cameron's descriptions (in letters home) of the Hispano- 
Mexican grandees of to-day, conjure up a mental picture of the Bevig 
Marks Elders of more spacious times. 

Although possessing no tirst-hand acquaintance with Palestine as 4 
land flowing with milk and honey, I do know that, in the manufacture 
of high-class confectionery a Jewish house at Jaffa seems very hard tc 
beat. At a wedding the other evening, the sweets handed round were 
doubly kasher. The wrappers bore the Hebrew legend of their Palestinian 
origin, while the sweets were really the daintiest that have come my 
way for a very long time, 

There is no telling where this pleasant invasion may end. Even in 
the aristocratic purlieus of South Kensington I had my choice of kasher 
olive oil soap, trifles from Hebron, and fascinating odds and ends from 
Eretz Yisracl that made me feel unusually sentimental. But—lollipops 
from Palestine ! 

Bing you of Jaffa’s harveste, 
Of amiling olive groves. 

Or Rishon’'s purple largesse, 
Or pasture-feeding droves. 

Yet, ne’er sings witching Anne—ab } 
Of harvests, groves or vine.

Mr. Maurice Swartz as Shylock. 


At the “ O14 Vic.,” on the occasion of the Shakespeare Birthday 
Celebration, Mr. Maurice Swartz, of the Yi'dish Art Theatre Company, 
gave his first performance iu Engiish. His interpretation was a revela 
tion, Considering that his performance was given under the strain of a 
firat appearance in a strange theatre and before a strange audience, one 
must realise that he was put toan extreme test. His whole conception of 
the famous part is individual andunique. It is Maurice Swartz's concop- 
tion of the heart of a father anguished by the news of a daughter's 
dereliction, the loss of a fortune, and the constant inanite that are being 
heaped upon his race. This individualising of a race was perhaps the 
keenest and most dominant note.

“To Have the Honour.” 


“To Have the Honour,” a comedy by A. A. Milne, was presented to 
the public at Wyadham’'s on Tueslayof last week. The play exemplifies 
Mr. Milme at his best. There is au abundance of lighthearted and 
uaforced humour, and the sentimentis delightfully free from mawkishness. 
The plot is, in its bro.sl outlines, largely reminiscent of Somerset 
Maugham’s “Jack Straw,” bat, as in most of Mr. Milne’s plays, the plot 
is mot of great importance. The dialogas is sparkling and the characters 
are sympathetic and skilfully portrayed. .The play is remarkably aud 
almost uniformiy well acted. Sir Gerald du Maurier plays the part of a 
bogus prince with all his usualcharm, and Miss Madge Titheradge as his 
wife acts with a high sense of comedy and subtie characterisation. Other 
notable performances are given by Niss Grace Line and the always 
fascinating Miss Faith Colli. Thereis one performance that stands out 
even among a cast of such excellence, and that is Mr. Basil Loder's 
wonderful study cf a rather stiffandstupidarmyoffiicer This impersona- 
tion is a perfect cameo, delightfuliy humorous, yet free from exaggeration. 


The Fortune Theatre. 

The new theatre which Mr. Laurence Cowen has built in Covent 
Garden, is the first theatre erected here sioce the war, and is called “ The 
Fortune.” The original Fortune Theatre was builtin 1600, and was situate 
in Golden Live, Uripplegate. “The Fortane” is the first theatre 
to be built in this country of ferro-concrete, which improves with 
age, and as metais and muaurbles are the only other materials 
employed in its construction, it is practically fico-proof. Tie theatre, 
though it covers only 8»9me6 4,000 squire feet, is perhaps the most com- 
pletely equipped of any. The auditorium provides accommodation for 
between 690 and 709 persons; the stage is spacious, as large as those of 
theatres of double the holding capacity, ani far and away the beast 
equipped ; the electric light installation is the complete and extensive 
ever fitted in a theatre, the famous Schwab:-Haziit system being used 
throughout, aod not, as in other instances, for the stage only, at a cost 
of over £20,000. A uaique feature of the lighting of the auditorium is 
that it is entirely reflected, not a single lamp being visible to the eye. 

The theatre has occupied nearly a year and a half in construction, 
and the expenditure has been more than double the origiaal estimated 
maximum tigures. The resulting value of the fully equipped freehold 
building is now given at £150,900.

Miss Olivia Hilder, who gave a recital on Thursday of last week, at 
Wigmore Hall. Miss Hilder possesses a voice of excellent timbre, ang 
the capacity to use it to best advantage. She was at her best in the 
“ Serenade ” of Richard Strauss and in Schomana’s “ Meine Rose.” 

On the instrumental side, special mention must be made of tw, 
pianoforte recitals which were given last week, that of Miss Ver, 
Benenson, at the A) olian Hall, and of Miss Beatrice Bellini, at \\ivmore 
Hall.

If tho mothers neglect the home there will be no /ews and no syna- 
gogue for them to have rights in. If women have spare time, he 
says, let them do things, “and not talk in meetings which have quite 
enough noise without the voices of women.” He would not have 
Jewish women waste their time in “fatile arguments at synagogue 
meotings.”
